Hindus, who lost 24,853 scholars or 24 per cent. There was a regrettable 
decrease of 5,42 Moslem students in secondary schools, but there was, no 
falling off either in pr ofessignal colleges or in ‘medical, engineering, 
and industrial schools, while in madrasahs the number ‘increased by 1,571, or 
a little over 7 per cent.

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General Summary - 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta® by rail, 
river, canal, Wend. eartoes (coustwise) during the eight months, April to Novem- { 
ber, 1919, amounted to 15,710,000 maunds, as against 9,314,000 maunds in the * 
corresponding period of the preceding year—an increase of 69 per cent. There. 
was un increase (17 per cent) in the imports of coal and coke (65,693,000 
maunds as against 56,328,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, river, road, 
and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods showed an increase of 78° _ 
per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 6,82,95,000 as against Rs. 3,84,52, 
in 1918. The quantity of indigo imported during the eight months, April to. 
November, 1919, decreased from 9,152 maundsto 7,989 maunds. The imports of - 
raw jute amounted to 3,232,000 bales as against 3,512,000 bales—a decrease of 
% per cent. The importations of gunny bags also showed a decrease of 17 
per ceat (267 million bags as against $23 millionsin the preceding year). The 
total imports of oilseedg (linseed and rape and mustard seed) decreased — 
by 5 percent, from 5,115,000 maunds to 4,843,000 maunds. The imports of 
sugar decreased by 17 per cent, from 436,000 maunds to 363,000 maunds, and 
those of tea by 4 per cent, from 2,374,000 maunds to 2,271,000 maunds. 

*  Exports.—'he exports of cotton piece goods, foreign, from Caleutta by | 
all routes during the eight months, April to November, 1919, increased by 28 
per cent (Rs, 19,22,42,000 as against Rs. 15,03,38,000 last year). The exports of 
gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 924 million to 720 million’ bags, and the shipments of gunny bags to 
other Indian ports decreased from 25 millions to 23 millions in number in 
the period under review. The guantity of kerosene oil despatched from 
Calcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and sea (coastwise) increased — 
from 8,266,000 maunds to 3,845,000 maunds, or by 18 per cent. Fs

The report deals specifically with each of the above points, but it may. be 
stated generally— ; 

(1) that we have been able to obtain comparatively little help by way of — 
direct evidence ; ie 

(2) that the rise in values and rents must be considered to be at least. in — 
part permanent, due to the readjustment in values consequent 
on the war; 

(3) that the greater rise is post-war in date; 

(4) that the only real remedy will be found in the immediate provision - 
of additional housing aceommodation, which necessitates the , 
provision of new building sites forthwith; a 4 


(5) that some temporary measure to deal with cases of hardship is 
a desirable, and we propose the creation of an authority with power 
to extend the period of a notice to quit up to one year.

CHAPTER |. — 


General. 


1. The Committee was appointed by the Governor in Council by Reso-. 
lution No. 3554 M., dated the 30th September 1919. This resolution is’ 
reproduced below :— 


“ At the meeting of the Bengal Legislative Council held on the 3rd. 
September 1919, the Hon’ble Mr. W. H. Phelps moved that the Governor in ~ 
Council be recommended to appoint a Commission to enquire into the causes 
of excessive land values and high rents in Calcutta, and, if possible, to suggest - 
remedies.’’ The resolution was accepted by Government and duly carried. — 
The Governor in Council has accordingly directed that a Committee, repre- 
sentative of the various interests involved, should be appointed to enquire — 
into the remarkable enhancement in land values and house rents which has

-3. In November last we published an advertisement in the principal 
English and Indian newspapers (English and vernacular) inviting all persons 
of giving evidence to communicate with the Secretary, from whom 

a form giving details of the main points on which information was required 
could be obtained. The advertisement is reproduced in Appendix I. We 
also drew up a form for distribution to tenants, asking for information as 
regards the increase in rents. ‘These forms were supplied to all persons, who 
applied, and were also distributed by members of the Committee and local 
tlemen. One thousand and ten of these forms were issued, but only 230 
orms were returned duly filled in. This form is reproduced in Appendix TI. 


Procedure. 


Letters were at the’same time addressed to the Calcutta Corporation, to the * 


- Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, to ‘the Commissioners of the 
Howrah and Suburban Municipalities, to representative public associations 
and to prominent landlords, requesting them to favour us with their opie: 
jons, and to state whether they or their representatives would be willing 
to give oral evidence before the Committee. This letter is reproduced in 

- Appendix III; 367 copies of it were issued. We received written opinions 
from only 13 public bodies and associations and 33 private persons; 19 persons 
Sxpresete their willingness to give oral evidence and we examined 10 witnesses.

This industrial 
activity has probably not only affected the price of land and property of this 
description but has, by leading people to believe that land in Calcutta will 
appreciate greatly in value during the next few years, been one of the causes 
which have resulted in a general increase. : 


6. We are advised- that the population of Calcutta has probably Inerease in 
increased considerably during the last few years, and particularly since the population, 
armistice, The industrial aetivity mentioned in the last paragraph must 
have been accompanied by an increase in the population. It is probable too 
that the fortunes made by certain classes of the commercial community during 
the war have attracted to Calcutta other members of those classes. The 
number of Japanese residents has increased to a considerable extent conse- 
quent on the increased volume of trade between India and Japan arising 
out of the war. Since the armistice there has, we believe, been a considerable 
influx of Europeans owing to the return of a number of former residents who 
left to serve with the forces, to the recruitment of the European staff*for the 
new commercial ventures, and to the resumption of recruiting in old established 
firms: This increase in population has not, however, been accompanied by 
any corresponding increase in building operations. During the five years 
1909-10 to 1913-14, 1,702 masonry buildings were sanctioned by the Calcutta 
Corporation, whereas, during the five years 1914-15 to 1918-19, practically 
the five years of the war, the number sanctioned was 1,628. Further, during 
these years, 1914-19, the Calcutta Improvement Trust demolished 643 masonry 
houses. During the war building operations were reduced to a minimum 
largely cwing to the difficulty of obtaining certain materials and to their pro- 
hibitive price. It is, therefore, we think, evident that during the war the 
increase in the number of buildings was far below the normal pre-war average. 
In Calcutta the number of buildings has never been greatly in excess of the 
demand and the supply is now far short of the demand; a fact only too 
apparent to everybody who has been under the necessity of seeking accommo- 
dation. In the circumstances a sudden rise in the value of property and 
rents is not only not surprising but is inevitable. 


7. The increased cost of building has also been suggested as one of the The increase in 
causes. It is still 50 per cent. higher than the pre-war figure, and appears the cost of 
to be likely to be permanent: for some time to come. This must affect the price uitding. 
of property in the very much freer market which has existed since the termina- 
tion of hostilities. The increased cost of repairs may also have had some effect 
on the rise in rents, but it is doubtful whether it has warranted any large 
increase in rent. Tf 10 per cent. of the rent be taken as a reasonable allowance 
for repairs, a 50 per cent. rise in the cost of repairs would only warrant a 5 per 
cent. rise in the rent. But the increase in rent has frequently been very 
much greater than this figure, and hence we are of opinion that the increase 
in the cost of repairs has only been one of the contributory minor causes. 


8. A number of the opinions we have received emphasize the Delay in the 
view that, if the Calcutta Improvement Trust had devloped the suburbs, development 
either before or in conjunction with the scheme for the improvement of the city . eames 
itself, the recent remarkable rise in land values and rents would have been very tmoreseuint 
much less pronounced. We are in entire agreement with this view. At the Trust. ¢ 
same time it has been pointed out to us that the Board of Trustees for the 
Tmprovement of Calcutta were unable to carry through schemes for the devel- 
opment of the suburbs owing to causes beyond their control. So long ago 
as 1912, less than one year after the passing of the Calcutta Improvement : 
Act, the Board of Trustees decided upon the development of Maniktala in = 
erder to provide for the expansion of the city. In May 1913 the Trustees es 
applied to Government for-the extension of the Act to the suburban munici- 
palities. Government, acting on the opinion of the Advocate-General, replied 
that the proposed general extension was of doubtful legality. The Trustees 
then applied for the extension of the Act to the Maniktala Municipality, and 
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this was effected in February 1915. The Advocate-General had, in the mean- 
while, given’a second opinion to the effect, that the Trustees could not under- 
take drainage operations affecting the whole municipality in order to render 
an improvement scheme for a.particular area effective. The Trust again 
approached the Government, who replied that the amendment of the Act 
‘was under consideration. Further correspondence ensued, and in December 
1916 Government expressed the opinion, that as the drainage scheme for 
Manicktola was not directly connected with any improvement scheme in 
Calcutta it was not possible for the Trust to proceed with the execution of 
the scheme under the existing law. The Trust, however, decided to proceed 
with the preparation of an improvement scheme for Maniktala. This was 
submitted in June 1918 to Government, who in April 1919 sanctioned it, 
stating that, on a further examination of the question, they accepted the view 
that the Trust could undertake schemes in the suburbs, although such 
schemes were not connected with particular improvement schemes in Calcutta. 


9, The practice of the Calcutta Improvement Trust and the Calcutta 
Corporation of selling their surplus lands 8 auction has been severely criti- 
cised by many persons, who have suggested that it has been one of the main 
causes of the recent abnormal increase in land values and rents. We do not 
altogether agree with this view, but we are of opinion that it has been a con- 
tributory cause in so far as it has demonstrated the great possibilities of land 
development in Calcutta. Itjhas proved that, if land is developed and put 
to its best possible use, its value is greatly inereased, and it has, in consequence, 
induced investors to pay higher prices for land, which although undeveloped 
is vet capable of development. Some statistics relating to the disposal of 
land by the Improvement Trust have been furnished to us. Hitherto surplus 
land covering an area of about 468 bighas has been disposed of in connection 
with the various schemes. Of this area 78 bighas or about 18 per cent. have 
been sold by auction, the remainder having been disposed of by one or other 
of the following means:— 


(1) exemption, or sale at an agreed price to exempted owners of adjoin- 
ing land; 

(2) sale at an agreed price in exercise of the right of pre-emption; 

(3) sale at special concession rates for re-instatement of owners dis- 
housed by the operations of the Trust; 


(4) sale by private treaty. 


Of the 78 bighas sold by auction 45 bighas belonged to the first two 
schemes executed Ee the Trust. At that time owners hesitated to apply for 
exemption or pre-emption, as they were doubtful as to the fairness of the 
exemption fees or pre-emption prices. Mow opinion on this point has changed 
i®allustrated by the Bhowanipore Improvement scheme, where up to date 
221 bighas have been disposed of, of which only 3 bighas were sold by auction. 
We are informed that it is unlikely in future that so much as 5 per cent. of the 
surplus land will remain for disposal in the open market hy the Improvement 
Trust, because at the present time exemption or the right of pre-emption is 
almost invariably claimed. Moreover, in cases where such claims are not 
substantiated it 1s the policy of the Trust to use the land—if suitable for re- 

. housing persons displaced by the Trust—for purposes of re-instatement. We 
agree in the view that fhe auction system, even with its admitted disadvan- 
tages, is the only safe course which the Improvement Trust or the Calcutta 
Corporation can follow for the disposal of’such land as remains for sale in the 
open market. 


10. We are of opinion that the increase in the price of all articles of 
ordinary consumption, or, to express it in another manner, the depreciation 
in the purchasing power of money, has contributed to the rise in land values.» 
and rents. The index numbers of retail food prices as given by the Director 
of Statistics show that there has been a marked increase in the cost of living 
as compared with the period before the war, and further that the termination 
of hostilities instead of producing a fall in the prices of articles of food was 
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followed by a considerable further increase. The index numbers of, retail 
food prices are quoted below-— * a ,

It_would be easy to advance theories of doubtful soundness in regard to 
this point, but when the prices of the necessaries of life are found to have 
increased 54 per cent. in the last five years, and it is seen that people geperally 
have to pay more for everything than formerly, the temptation to the land- 
owner to adjust. his income to his increased cost of living is no doubt a factor 
in his mind when fixing rents. ' 


CHAPTER Ill. 


The degree and extent of the rise in land values and rents. 


. 1. We find as a fact that there is evidence of a considerable rise in the 
market price of land throughout the city and the suburbs, and that the rise 
has been specially marked in the commercial area, in the southern part of the 
“city, and in the suburbs. The year 1918 experienced a considerable inérease 
in the price of property in the Burra Bazar portion of the city, and this con- 
tinued into the year 1919, when prices still higher were paid. In the remain- 
ing commercial portion of the town, the southern portion, and the suburbs 
signs of rising prices appeared - shortly after the armistice, and during the 
year 1919 a large amount of property changed hands at prices considerably 
in excess of those prevailing in the years 1916 to 1918. ‘The rise in values is 
clearly indicated by sale prices as well as by the demand for the Port Com- 
missioners’ land in Howrah and Kidderpore at rents twice or three times 
those demanded but not always obtained before the armistice. 

2. It is impossible to give exact figures representing this remarkable 
rise, as sales vary considerably and the same or similar properties have been 
sold at divergent figures atShort intervals. A rise of 50 per cent. is not uncom- 
mon, and in many cases the rise has been 100 per cent. and over. The rise 
has been particularly remarkable in the suburbs, where in some instances 


prices in 1919 were double or treble those prevailing in the years 1916-18... 


3. In this connection we would point out that a certain amount.of 
property has changed hands at obviously speculative prices in excess. of the 
value which even the most optimistic ‘views of development and demand 
would justify. 

4. In coming-to a conclusion as to the degree and extent of the rise 
in rent we have been met by the difficulty of obtaining reliable statistics on 
which to base an opinion. We have already outlined the steps taken 
to obtain all possible information, and have pointed out that of over 1,000 
forms distributed to tenants less than 250 have been returned. Most of the 
forms returned have been received from European and Arglo-Indian tenants 
living in the area between Park Street and Bow Bazar. A certain number 
has also been received from the southern portion of the town beyond Park

CHAPTER VI. 


Remedies of indirect effect. Aus 


1. There is one point in connection with our enquiry in respect of which 
there is absolute unanimity, namely, the necessity of immediate steps being 
taken to provide for further housing accommodation. In ptactically every 
case it was urged by witnesses as well as by those who favoured uswith written 
opinions, that action should be taken forthwith to open up the suburbs, and to 

rovide healthy. lands for building at the earliest possible date. The reason 
or this is obyious. At present Calcutta is largely iamthe position of an island, - 
owing to the unhealthiness of the surrounding districts, and few people, unless 

they are forced to do so, will take the risk of disease and death which residence ‘ 

in the undrained and malarious area makes all too real. The necessity of 
suburban development has been urged by every competent authority for the last” 
generation, and when the Improvement Trust came into existence after yea 

_ of delay, it was thought that they were provided with ample powers anddands 
_ ,to deal with this vital work; but it has taken seven years more to ascertain that 

-*thé-Act authorizes them to carry out independent. suburban development 
schemes. * 

2. We reiterate our opinion that if it had been possible to push forward 
the work of suburban development at the beginning of the Trust operations, . 
the present state of affairs would probably not have occurred. As it is we. 
think that steps ought to be taken at once to overtake arrears and to provide 
for the future, and we régard the action that we recommend under this head © 

. as the:most important and the most urgent of our proposals. , : 

8. The main point from all aspects is the earl rd up*of suburban 
lands so-as to provide reasonably healthy sites for building. A ‘Town: Plan- 
ning Act, the enactment of which we advocate in a later portion of our report, 

- must operate slowly ; such an Act cannot give immediate relief, because it must: > 
provide for a lengthy procedure preparatory to the commencement ofthe actual 
work of development, and the passage of any scheme through the stages preced- 
ing actual execution must necessarily take considerable’time, . Further, the. 
very novelty of the principles underlying an Act based upon the pooling system, 
combined with the fact that such anAct largely depends upon the co-operation 
of owners with the local authority, would at the outset render :progress slow...

4. Assuming that the’ Development Board is to be the authority for Land which 
acquiring the land which we hold to be essential for the relief of the present should be 
situation, the next question that grises is where this-land is to be and in what pet oho for 
quantities should it be acquired.

We are not in a position to say what the actual areas should be, but we think 
that it is necessary for acquisition to be on a scale large enough to permit of 
the creation of more or less self-contained suburbs. This would probably 
mean in practice’ areas each approaching a thousand bighas or say half a 
square mile in extent. We propose that they should-be chosen largely from 
the point of view of convenience of communications, particularly as they are 
intended for immediate occupation. We may, perhaps, without committing 
ourselves to any definite recommendations as regards locality, suggest that 
areas in Toll ge, Ballygunge, Tiljala, the eastern half of Cossipore- 
« Chitpur, Dum Dum, Howrah, and near to the more ad jacent suburban stations 
on. the railways serving Calcutta would all appear to be suitable for such 
operations. > . 
5. It may be urged that before any of these lands can be of use in helping Development 
to solve the present difficulties, it would be necessary to drain them, and to of land by the 
rovide sewerage schemes and maver-wur ply. In part this is no doubt true, Development 
ut we think it- should be considered whether it is not possible to devise 804: 
a temporary compromise between complete drainage and no drainage 
at all, and say some method of water-supply by meansof artesian 
wells, so as to enable building operations to commence on the lands selected . ® 
practically forthwith. What we have in mind is that the developing authority 
which acquires the lands should at once devise a lay-out for them, providing 
amply for open spaces and for main road communications in the future. The 
areas should then be staked out on this plan, and temporary surface draina, 
rovided. At the same time some system of water-supply and of mame 
erage disposal should be installed, and then as much land as there was 
~ a demand for placed upon the market under suitable restrictions. These 
should provide stringently for the erection of buildings within a fixed period 
‘and for re-entry in case of default, and also should impose some limits as to 
the class of buildings which may be erected on each plot: otherwise the 
amenities of the whole could be-imperilled by the action of one purchaser, 
who might erect a factory or some other unsuitable building if the lands were 
sold without restriction. The main point in this connection, however, is that 
tlie lands:should be offered in.such quantity as to-satisfy the genuine demand 
for land on which-houses can be erected, and this is the only limit, apart 
from financial considerations, which we would place on the amount of land 
that.is tobe acquired.and offered. . 

6. It has been dopentedly proyed- by experience that areas of land in Finance. 
Calcutta can be acquired and developed by a-local authority ata gross profit. 
The main reason for this is that the subdivision of property is nsually con- 
ducted.in a manner most unsuitable from the point of view of building 
purposes. In the comparatively few cases in which large areas have been 
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- held in one ownership their development ‘pis Fe believe, always'resulted in 
a 


a substantial profit. We,are convinced the operations of the Develop- 
ment Board will in the same way pay for themselves in the end. We accord- 
ingly suggest that the “Board should not be given any sources of income 
from taxation, but that it should ‘bé empowered to raise capital by means

of loans. We cannot estimate the capital requireménts -of such a body; 


they must be large and might @ventually amount to 2 ereres of rupees. We 
think that this sum could be raised, particularly if a campaign were orga- 
nised to that end. Interest on the loan should be guaranteed by Government, 
the Calcutta Corporation and the Calcutta Improvement Trust in equal 
shares, and the sinking fund could be suspended for the first five years. It 
is anticipated that by the end of that time the Board would be in a_position 


~ to meet all loan charges from’ its own funds. The Board would: also have 


some income almost from-the outset, as it would. be™&ble to lease during 
development some of the land acquired to the previous owners or to other 
persons. Building plots would be put on the market“a# as possible, 
and fromthe proceeds the Board would obtain funds for the payment of 
interest, for the development of fresh areas, and ultimately for the re-payment 
of capital. ; . 

. Another measure we recommend and to which we attach great 
importance is that Government should, under the provisions of the Land 
Acquisition.Act, acquire land for bodies formed definitely for the provision 
of housing aceommodation. This should be done on the recommendation of 
the Development’ Board, to whom all applications would be made. The only 
conditions we would impose would (i) the buildirig society should 


guarantee the erection of a certain number of houses within fixed periods, and _ 


(ii) the reservation to Government of the right of re-entry on undeveloped 
land in case of default. Joipt action between the Development Board and 
building societies would, of course, be possible.- : 

8. Several witnesses have laid great stress upon the necessity of the 
co-ordination of public bodies dealing with questions affecting communica- 
tions and development, and the provision of some authority that will ensure 
that their proposals will be considered in the light of all the requirements of 


the future. e are in entirésagreement with this. view. The obstruction ‘ 


of the outlets leading to the suburbs at the northern and southern ends of the 
city by large railway yards is an example of the harm which can be caused 
hy the absence of any co-ordinating authority. We are informed that at the 
present and for some time past a conference of public authorities, whose 
aperations affect the city and its development, has been meeting’ monthly in 
Calentta. This conference meets under the presidency of the Secretary to 
the Government in the Public Works Department and comprises representa- 
tives of the Railways, the Corporation, the Improvement Trust, the Port 
Commissioners, and the Suburban Municipalities. Although the proceed- 
ings of this body have been informal and attendance at it has been optional,

19. One essential step towards the effective handling of the housing 
problem is the inclusion under one authority of the main part of the area that 


* is occupied by persons who, for one reason or another, have to live in the city 


or in areas contiguous to it. We think this would be achieved to a desirable 
extent by the inclusion of Howrah and suburban municipalities within the 
jurisdiction of the Caleutta Corporation, and we accordingly recommend 
that this should be done at an early date. ‘ 

20. It is obvious that the development of the suburbs will be of little 
effect unless the present means of communication are very much extended, 
improved and cheapened. There are many indications that travelling to and 
from work is on the increase. We have no doubt that if there were better 
travelling facilities more people would be tempted at least to experiment in 
living in the outer districts, and it has to be remembered that the growth of 
commercial activity will tend to bring more people from the outlying districts 

e are informed that the Improvement 
Trust has already laid down a system of main roads, which will afford 
communication from the outskirts of the present Corporation area to the 
centre of the town. It is obvious that all possible steps should be taken to 
push forward the construction of these, and at the same time to extend the 
system outwards through the areas which we have suggested for inclusion 
within the municipal limits. It is hardly necessary to point out in this eonnec- 
tion the desirability of the execution of a scheme for the improvement of 
Howrah, which appears to us to be in fact an integral part:of the city. 

21. We may here conveniently draw attention to the construction of , 
huge railway yards across both the northern and southern ends of the 
town. In the south this has recently formed the subject matter of enquiry 
by Government, who have decided that in the interests of the port it is now 
too late for any change of plans to be made. In view of this decision it 
seems practically se to suggest that any further consideration should 
be given to the matter, but we express the hope that the question of the 
necessary crossing will be considered in the light of the future, and that 
ample provision will be made for the inevitable increase in traffic, 

22. So far as the north of the town is concerned, the obstruction is 
caused by the Chitpur Yard of the Eastern Bengal Railway. This has 
already put back the question of the improvement of the northern suburbs 
some years by completely closing one of the main outlets and making a bottle- 
neck of the other by hopelessly inadequate bridges, cruelly steep in their 
approaches, and too weak for any but light traf. We suggest that the 
question of the remoyal of the whole of this yard should receive the early con- 
sideration of Government with a view to its being established to the east of 
cre pare line, the future arrangements of the railway being made accord- 
ingly. . 

23. We have also considered the question of railways and have examined 
a proposal for railways round the city, partly overhead. ‘The need for an 
extension of the suburban railway system, for its electrification, and for rail- 
way communication with the centre of the city are, we believe, too well 
known to require comment, and we understand these matters are receiving 
consideration at the present time. We are advised that there are no insuper- 
able difficulties in the way of constructing tube railways in Caleutta, and if - 

eferable to overhead railways, which 
are bound to be a noisy addition to already overcrowded streets and might 
possibly interfere with private amenities to an undue extent. The question’ 
of the electrification of existing suburban. lines, say within 25 miles of the 
city, might well be considered in conjunction with the possibility of

tube railways. We do not feel competent to suggest definite routes, 
but a possibie programme has been laid before us of a line leaving the 
surface somewhere near Agarpara, passing under Sealdah, Dalhousie Square, 
the river, Howrah and coming to the , surface again on the way to Lillooah. 
Connections were proposed with this from the south suburban line of the 
Eastern ailway, and an additional route was suggested passin 
right down the centre of the north of the town, say Central Avenue, a 
proceeding south to and beyond mp ya rim These proposals require expert 
examination, but some measures of this kind appear to be essential even if 
they result in a loss in working which might Sons to be guaranteed for a 
time. immense benefit to the city might well, we think, justify special 
local taxation. 

24. in regard to tramways and motor omnibuses, good roads are a 
necessary preliminary and we think that no more tramways should be laid in 
narrow streets. It is not for us to express an opinion as to the comparative 
advantages of these methods of traction, but we are impressed with the greater 
mobility of motor bus services in testing and opening new routes. The main 
point is that.everything possible should be done to encourage the extension and 
cnenpocuneet the present services, 

25 The river steamer service is an important branch of the city and 
suburban communications, and we understand that this could be extended +f 
more landing stage accommodation were available, particularly between 
Chandpal Ghat and Ahiritola Ghat. We recognise the difficulty of providing 
this so. long as the present import arrangements continue, but we think this 
point should be borne in mind and action taken as soon as circumstances render 
it, possible, . 

26. A proposal has been put before us for the provision of free ferry 
services directly across the river, one from Chandpal Ghat to Ramkrishtapore 
and one from near Sovabazar to the Howrah side of the river. Such services 
are common in other parts of the world, and it appears to us they offer an 
attractive and prompt solution of the question of further bridging the river. 
We are much impressed with this proposal and we recommend that it should 
be examined with a view to early execution. The costs of upkeep appear to 
us to be a legitimate charge upon the public funds. 

27. Calcutta’s position ona deltajc marsh makes it practically an 
island, and to its initial disadvantages in this respect must be added the fact 
that it has now become completely hemmed in by canals and railways, which 
have to be crossed by bridges for communication with the outer world. The 
matter would be serious enough if the authorities concerned had béen compelled 
in the past to pay any attention to the inevitable growth of the town, and to 
the necessity of making such bridges, as they did construct, adequate even for a 
few years, but in practically every case we find the existing bridges ridiculously 
ieadocuate to present pay Ai without taking the future into consideration 

_at all. Further isolation of the city should be strenuously opposed and the 
‘improvement of existing bridges should receive special and immediate 
attention. We desire to emphasize the urgent necessity of proceeding with 
‘the construction of the new Howrah bridge, which will be more adequate to 
traffic demands and will carry tramways. The inconvenience caused by the 
closing of the Kidderpore bridge is too well known to call for comment. 
2. The delay in the final sanction of the Grand Trunk Canal scheme is 
hampering the preparation and execution of schemes for the development of 
Maniktala and the northern suburbs. We consider that the project and its 
consequences will be of material assistance in relieving congestion and helping 
the healthy expansion of the city. Moreover, it is essential that this scheme 
should be ly determined upon as soon*as possible, as until the exact 
alignment is known development on the north and east of the town must be 
retarded. The canal will cross several important roads,.and it is essential 
that the question of these crossings should be considered not \only with 
‘reference to the requirements of to-day but also to those of the future. 
29. Projecting into the suburbs are wide areas of low-lying lands, 
marshes, and tanks which are capable of being raised, drained and filled,

. suburbs require similar treatment, and the question of garden suburbs in these 
outer areas can never become a practical one until some such steps are taken.

30. We feel that exception may be taken to some of the points we have’ 
raised on the ground that they are remote and have little bearing on the solution 
of present evils. Weare not of this view, and if difficulties of practical work- 
ing make the execution of such proposals a matter of years, these proposals 
are none the less urgent and they will wait and stand the longer as an advertise-_ 
ment of the result of past lack of foresight and indifference to the fyture. » If 
this is not to be charged hereafter to the present day, it is essential that the 
whole question of the further extension of Caleutta should be examined now 
and steps taken to provide for its inevitable great expansion. 

31. Finally we would urge on those who will be responsible for the eon- 
sideration and possible adoption of the measures of amelioration proposed by 
us the extreme urgency of acting promptly and conmnger ate “ 

We have made a number of recommendations, all of which will help, we 
_ believe, to improve the serious situation which has arisen, We wish, how- 

ever, to emphasize the absolute necessity for— 
ti) the development of the suburbs, 
2) the acquisition of land for building purposes, 
(3) the improvement of internal and external communications, 
and to press on the Government of Bengal the importance of the most com- 
plete and drastic action. 

The map of Calcutta and its surroundings demonstrates the force of our 
arguments more clearly than anything we can write, and we are satisfied, 
if these three recommendations are accepted, and action is taken regard- 
ing them without delay, that there is sufficient suitable land available in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Calcutta to relieve the existing congestion and 


to provide for any expansion that is likely to occur in the near future. Not ~ 


only will the excessive prices lately paid ‘for land prove unjustified but 
encouragement will be given to the erection of houses as sound mvestments, 


and thus the people of Calcutta will obtain house accommodation on terms - 


eal commensurate with the cost of proven’ such accommodation.

With some reluctance | haveisignedthe report—not that I disagree with 
the recommendations which will take years to fructify, but that so little has 
been done for the real hardships suffered by present tenants by way of imme- 
diate and emergent relief. 


In my original appeal in Council for the appointment of this Committee 
and during the sittings, I have urged that certain landlords are exploiting the 
Corporation and the tenants in a scandalous manner; but notwithstanding 
my iteration and re-iteration of this fact there is not the slightest allusion to 
it or to my proposals in the report. 


The fact remains that so far as I have investigated these cases of prepos- 
terous demands for rent, which every one is aware of, the landlofds are taking 
an ‘undue advantage of the assessments holding good for six years by raisin 
rents in a shameless manner, thus defrauding the Corporation on the one han 
and “* squeezing”’’ the tenant on the other. 


My voice in Committee was as of ‘* one crying in the wilderness ’’ and 1 
could not get a proper hearing—consequently there was no discussion and no 
mention of my written representation in the report.

V. The next question taken up was the question of remedies and whether legis- 
lation was desirable. # . Se 

Mr. Phelps said that legislation could be very cruel, but at the same time be felt 
that there should be some control. Rent should be based on assessment and it might 
be controlled in a simple way with due allowance for the normal rise in land values 
and the costs of repairs and buildings. His idea was not to appoint an outside Rent 
Controller like they had in Bombay, but to go upon the evidence afforded by the Assess- 
ment Book and to rely on the experience of the Assessor of the Calcutta Corporation. 
His idea was to give the tenants a court of appeal, the same as the landlords had hitherto 
enjoyed. If a landlord thought he was over-assessed he had a court of appedl in the 
Chairman who delegated his authority to the Vice-Chairman. These officers would 
investigate u particular case with the help of the Assessment Book and their decision 
would be bane on officially recorded facts. Suppose the rent of a house which had been 
let for Rs. 200 was increased to Rs. 300 on the plea that a new assessment was being 
made. The tenant could appeal to the Chairman, the landlords would be asked to 
appear, the Assessmeht Book would be examined, and it would be for the landlord to 
justify the increase. Mr Phelps thought that that would be a very simple remedy 
and by adopting this they might be able to avoid legislationslike the Bombay Rent Act 
which operated very cruelly on the landlords. He recognised that as land values an 
the cost of building and repairs had risen, a certain reasonable rise in rents should be 
allowed, He thought that the Committee should be very careful in their recommenda- 
tious about legislation and should take care to see that they «id not discourage the 
building of new houses. THe pointed out that the English Act of™1915 killed the build- © 
ing trade in England. If there was to be legislation, he hoped it would take the form 
of a simple amending Act. He would provide for re-assessment every year.

The Reports of Commissioners of Divisions on the working of District Boards in 
Bengal during the year 1914-19. 


District Boards.— There was no change in the constitution of the Boards, 
exeept that the number of members was increased from 18 to 24 in Tippera 
and from 12 to 18 in Noakhali. Last year it was necessary to remind the 
non-official Chairmen of the District Boards of Murshidabad, the 24-Parganas 
and Jessore that more extended touring was necessary if the work of the 
Boards was to be properly carried out. It is satisfactory to note that during 
the year under review tliese Chairmen were on-tour for 25, 23 and 32 days 
respectively. Having regard to the advanced age of these gentlemen and 
their other public and professional duties these tours do them credit.. The 
non-official Chairman of the Bakarganj District Board was on tour for 54 
days, and of the Burdwan District Board for 64 days.. The latter is reported 
to have done very good work on his tours; the District Board appears to 


“Have exercised a wise discretion in electing a gentleman who has not only 


it 


time to discharge.the duties of his responsible office but also determination 
to have work done properly. ; 

2. Local Boards.— The elective system was introduced during the year 
under review in the Local Boards of the Chittagong Division and in the 
Local Boards of Patuakhali and Bhola in the Bakarganj district. Sanction 
has also been given to the establishment of Local Boards in the sub- 
divisions of ‘the Chittagong district, where there are at present no Local 
Boards, and preliminary arrangements are being made for their establish- 
ment; General elections were held in five districts; they failed in seven 
thanas owing to the non-attendance of the prescribed proportion of 
voters. In the Asansol subdivision, where the roads are under the 
charge of the Local Board, the entire road cess receipts from the subdivision, 
after deducting ‘the cost of collection and proportionate charges for office 
éstablishment, were made over to the Local Board. 

It is hoped that the Village Self-Government Act by extending the sphere 


3 the duties of Local Boards will infuse new vitality into them and stimu-

eir activity. : 
3. Union Committees—(a) Constitution.—The number of Union Com- 
mittees actually at work at~the end of the year increased from 174° to 269 
with a population of over two millions. In addition to these, 127 new Union 


‘Committees had been sanctioned but had not been actually constituted before 
‘the end of the year. The elective system .is being introduced in all unions 


where the members are ‘nominated as their term of office expires, and’ the 


‘Proportion ‘of elected members. has consequently been, largely increased.

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©" (py) income.—The total income of Union Caan ‘exaluding iaing 
balances) increased from Rs. 000 to Rs. 2,39;000, whic 8. I, ,000 
was contributed by District Boards. The number of committees imposing 
union rates rose from.86 to 105, of which, 49 were in the Dacea district : the 
amount realised rose from Rs. 52,000 to Rs. 58,000. As a contrast. to the 
Union Committees of the Dacea district it is noticeable that in the 24-Par- 
ganas no assessment was levied by the Union Committees, which relied on 
_ grants from the District Board as their chief source of income. The 
latter district is regarded as advanced. and the unwillingness of the people 
to raise funds for the improvement of their villages is to be regretted. 

(¢) Expenditure.—The total expenditure amounted to Rs, 234,000, of 
which Rs. 1,083,000 was spent on roads, Rs. 52,000 on sanitation and Rs. 55,000 
on water-supply. Union Committees in Birbhum, Murshidabad, Jessore and 
Dacca devoted part of their funds to education and in Birbhum, Jessore and 
Dacca'to dispensaries. In the 24-Parganas the tendency of the committees, 
if left to themselves, is to devote the greater part of their income toroads and 
to spend as little as possible on water-supply, sanitation, education or medical 
relief. 

(d) Balances.—The nnmber of Union Committees that disposed of the 
whole of their funds was 31, while 35 others were left with balances of less 
than Rs. 10. In two Union Committees in Birbhum the closing balances 
exceeded the total expenditure. One Union Committee in Dacca, which had a 
total income, of Rs. 3,935 spent only Rs. 1,511 and is responsible for a balance 
of Rs. 2,424 ; another in Noakhali kept a balance of Re. 2,725 out of its income 
of Rs. 3,677. 

4. General remarks.—Although some districts seem» to be making 
little or no progress, the Union Committees generally continued to do good 
work. In the Chittagong Division for instance it is reported :—‘* The Union 
Committees are gradually realizing the advantages of self-taxation and their 
activities, zeal and enthusiasm will goon developing with the expansion of 
work entrusted tothem.’’ In Faridpur these bodies are genuinely desirous 
of improving local conditions and are alive to the fact that self-iaxation is an 
essential necessity. The Chairman of the Birbhum District. Board writes :— 
“The steady increase in the number of Union Committees, all willing to impose 
self-taxation, has beer a remarkable feature of the year of report. Some idea of 
their activities may be gathered from the fact that the funds administered by 
the Union Committees almost doubled during the year of report and that 
only a very small percentage of this amount (23°8 per cent.) represents the, 
contributions made by the District Board, the remainder being their income 
from funds raised by themselves from self-taxation. Under the sym- 
pathetic guidance of the District Board, the Union Committees of this district 
continue to display a steadily increasing measure of. self-help, administrative 
capacity and zeal for the execution of works of sanitation, conservancy, 
water-supply and medical relief’. . In Dacca the value of the work accom- 
plished by the Union Committees is enhanced by the fact that it is done 
economically. The policy of the committees is to avoid the expense of 
contractors by delegating one of their members to, engage and supervise 
labourers while another, member is deputed. to inspect the work. The 
Chairman usually saves the expenses of aclerk by doing the accounts and 
correspondence himself. Administrative expenses thus become. insignificant 
im comparison with the work done andin many unions they are nil. Similarly 
in Hooghly, where different members are placed in charge of different works 
the people get very good value for their money. — ais 

A dislike of taxation is not peculiar to the villages of Bengal and it is only 
natural that taxation should not appeal to villagers who have not yet seen the 
benefits that will result from their ‘contributions. ) In. this connection the 
_ Chairman of he Howrah ional Board reports oe a result of my a 

inspections °-I am convin that taxation, is highly unpopular among the 
villagers and a committee that im it knowingly faces Rn rt The 
villagers ae ane pany that vai on eee should mpnare 3 a ities wt ik 
in the village but they expect-that.all the necessary cost will be provided by 
the Board or Government. In some. cases the fear of taxation leads to — 
opposition to the establishment of Union Committees”. In other districts-also — 
: 
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the committees are apt to’ rely on the Distrigt Board contributions but it is 
‘searcely necessary to point out that as Union Committees and Union Boards 
inerease in number, till there is a network of them in each district, the 
“amounts the Boards will be able to give to each will be so comparatively 
small that they must be supplemented by adequate ‘local taxation if local 
needs are to be met. 

. 5. District Board Receipts—Daring the year under review the total 
receipts from all sources (excluding opening balances) increased by over 
6 lakhs. viz., from Res. 1,10,22,000 to Rs. 1,16,57,000 : the receipts from local 
rates rose by 14 lakhs, while the educational receipts rose by nearly 3# lakhs. 

6. incidence of Taxation.—The incidence of taxation averaged 24 annas 
per head for the whole Presidency and varied from 3 aunas 2 pies in the 
Burdwan Division to I anna 11 pies in, the Dacea Division. 

. 7. District Board expenditure.—The decrease of expenditure iw rela- 
tion to current income to which Government drew attention last year is still 
more noticeable in the year under review. Last year the expenditure 
exceeded the current income by less than Rs. 5,000 in contrast to the previous 
three years when there was an excess of by 54, 74 and 24 lakhs respectively. 
In this year the high price of materials and the difficulty of obtaining them 
led to a curtailment of expenditure, the resulf being that the current income 
exceeded the expenditure by 44 lakhs. Many districts were left with large 
surpluses, and the aggregate closing balance at the end of the year was 23 
lakhs—an increase of 3 lakhs on the previous year. a 

8. Loans.—It is somewhat anomalous that whereas the municipalities 
with an income of 65 lakhs have taken loans totalling 69 lakhs, the aggregate 
of the loans of the District Boards of Bengal, with an income of over a 
crore of rupees, is only 20 lakhs, of which 16 lakhs is on account of the. 
loan taken by the 24-Parganas District Board for the Magra Hat Drainage 
Scheme. The District Boards are constantly complaining of the inadequacy 
of their income, but it is their usual practice to finance capital works from 
current revenue. They hays not apparently: realized that by so doing they 
are not taking advaniage of their strong financial position to obtain funds for 
the development of their districts and that they are at the same time unfairly 
burdening the present generation with the whole capital cost of works o 
which the benefit will to a large extent be reaped by posterity. : 

9. ‘Education.—In spite of Government giving the Boards further grants 
amounting to 3} lakhs, the expenditure on education rose by only Rs. 1,69,000. 

aggregated 264 lakhs, about three-fifths.of which represented Government 
grants placed at the disposal of the Boards. The percentage of their income 
spent on primary education was over 29 per cent. in all but nine districts and 
varied from 10 per cent. in Burdwan to 30 per cent. in’ Noakhali and Bogra : 
the district last named is in advance of other districts of the Rajshahi Division 
in respect of both male and female education. The total number of Board and 
aided primary schools rose from 35,278 to 36,654, of which 28,647 were boys 
meer and 8,007 girls’ schools ; altogether 2,866 were maintained by the 
Boards. 

It‘is satisfsctory to note that there has been an increase of 592 in the 
num ber of. girls’ schools. The number of night schools organised in the 
district of Birbhum for the education of artizans and the labouring classes 
rose from 113 to 144 with an attendance of 2.936 pupils. Weaving schools 
are being assisted by one or more District Boards in each division, while 
technical schools are maintained by the District Boards of Burdwan, Khulna, 
Mymersingh, Tippera, Rajshahi and Pabna: the District Board of Midnapore 
has also decided to establish one at Jhargram. 

10. Medical Relief and Public Health. —Those two heads are grouped 
together for this review as it is impossible to distinguish the expenditure 
under each. The outlay under'the head of Medical increased by 14 lakh and 

_that shown under the head of Sanitation by about half alakh. The increases 
are due mainly to the establishment of new dispensaries, the temporary 
employment of special doctors to cope with outbreaks of influenza and other 

- epidemics, the free’ distribution of medicines during diseases. the rise in 
the price of medicines owing to the war and the more general adoption 
of sanitary measures. TLE ' : 
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In nearly all districts definite programmes have been laid down for the 
radual extension of dispensaries, and 15 new aopenetaet were established 
aera the year. The number would have been still greater had it not been 
for the high cost of materialsand the difficulty of gecting them. There was 
generally greater activity in providing for the needs, both medical and 
sanitary. of rural areas. Jn Birbhum for instance five temporary dispensaries _ 
were opened and were retained. almost throughout the year, the influenza 
epidemic being succeeded by small-pox and cholera epidemics. The District 
Board of Hooghly employed five peripatetic Sub-Assistant Surgeons who visit- 
ed villages and markets (héts) to give free medical relief and instruct the 
villagers in matters of hygiene and public health. The Mymensingh District 
Board maintained a lady doctor and five midwives and also employed two 
sanitary officers for work during epidemics. In this district 11 extra doctors 
and 16 compounders were engaged to cope with the epidemie of influenza. 
In Bakarganj the services of 43 extra medical men (in addition to 30 doctors 
and 25, compounders attached’ to the Board’s. dispensaries) were utilized 
during the outbreak in October 1918. The Board opened 72 centres, each 
in charge of a medical man, and freely distributed medicines to the affected 
persons. In this district the doctors attached to some of the dispensaries 
visit the neighbouring village markets (Adts) and render medical aid to those 
attending them. In Rajshabi the system of treating with quinine children 
in primary schools’ suffering from malaria was extended. Meaical officers of 
the Board's dispensaries treated school children within a radius of 1 mile from 
their dispensaries in addition to their dispensary work, and it-;was arranged 
that the medical officers of private dispensaries should give similar treatment 
in the neighbouring schools, the Board supplying the quinine. The results 
are said to Le promising and the experiments will be continued. Two super- 
numerary doctors were also deputed at Nator and Naogaon as whole-time 
officers to do similar work in schools withjn a radius of 5 miles, but this work 
was interrupted by the floods, as the officers had to be employed on flood duty. 
In Jessore a scheme for affording medical relief by subsidizing medical 
practitioners is said to have worked fairly well. but it does not appear that 
the doctors subsidized by the Board have as yet opened dispensaries of their 
own, and the Chairman is not yet sure that they will eventtally settle 
down in the locality, which was one of the main conditions on which the 
subsidies were granted.. , 
Useful public health propaganda work was done in several districts. 
In Jessore the non-official Chairman personally delivered lectures on malaria 
and cholera with the help of a magic-lantern. In Rajehahi one of the Board's. 
Sub-Assistant Surgeons went on a lecturing tour, for about one month. 
Lectures were given at zemindars’ cutcherries. high-English schools, melas and,. 
‘other places. It is reported that large audiences of al! classes, both men and 
women, attended and. showed the liveliest interest. Lantern-lectures given, 
by the Sanitary Inspector of the Mymensingh District Board in villages and 
primary schools were much appreciated, and the Board has under considera- 
tion the appointment of two regular lecturers for the dissemination of knowledge: 
of simple sanitary facts. Elsewhere also; e.g., in Bogra and Malda, Sanitary 
Inspectors gave magic-lantern lectures and instructed the villagers in the 
principles of hygiene and the means of protecting themselves against 
epidemics.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS , 


THE following tables are inteuded to show the trade by all routes, i. 
by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Calcutta block* in certain selected 
articles during the nine months, April to December, 1919, as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1918 and 1917. The statistics have been compiled 
from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, Railway Audit 
Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of Caleatta, ~ 
the Collectors of the 24-Parganas and Howrah, and the Assistant Engineer, 
Calcutta Canals. 


General Summary 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta* by rail, 
river, canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the nine months, April te Decem- 
ber, 1919, amounted to 17,160,000 maunds, as against 10,902,000 maunds in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year—an increase of 57 per cent. There 
was an increuse of 16 per cent in the imports of coal and coke (73,959,000 
maunds as against 63,798,000 maunds last year), ‘he imports by rail, river, road, 
and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods showed an increase of 79 
per cent, the total value amounting to Rs, 7,81,99,000 as against Rs. 4,37,00,000 
in 1918. The quantity of indigo imported during the nine months, April to 
December, 1919, increased from 13,803 maunds to 14,110 maunds. . "The imports 
of raw jute amounted to 3,858,000 bales as against 4,005,000 bales—a decrease 
of 4 per cent, The importation of gunny bags also showed a decrease of 14 
per cent (303 million bags as against 351 milfionsin the preceding year). The 
total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) decreased 
by 16 percent from 5,956,000 maunds to 5,024,000 maunds. The imports of 
sugar decreased by 17 per cent from 509,000 maunds to 421,000 maunds, and 
those of tea increased by 5 per gent from 2,579,000 maunds to 2,720,000 maunds. 

Exports.—''he exports of cotton piece goods, foreign, from Caleutta by . 
all routes during the nine months, April to December, 1919, increased by 28 
per cent (Rs. 22,86,81,000 as against Rs. 17,88,73,000 last year). The exports of 

nny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
sare 999 million to 805 million bags in the period under review. The 
quantity of kerosene oil despatched from Calcutta and Budge-Budge by 
internal routes and.by- sea (coastwise) increased from 3,693,000 maunds to 
4,421,000 maunds, or by 20 per cent. ;

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“ FINAL REPORT ON THE CYCLONE RELIEF OPERATIONS, 
: tS 1919. 


SECTION |.—The Storm. 


The cyclone developed in the Bay of Bengal and struck the coast of the 
Sundarbans about 9 o'clock on the morning of the 24th September 1919, It 
swept in a direct line acrogs Khulna district, the north-western portion of 
Bakarganj, the Narail subdivision of Jessore and the greater part of Faridpur 
and Dacea districts. Then, with diminishing force, it passed oyer the western 
part of Tippera and the eastern portions of Mymensingh and Sylhet districts 
and ultimately dissipated itself in the Khasia Hills. 

2. The cyclone ean be pictured as a violent whirl moving across the map 
of Bengal. The whirl is a ring of hurricane winds blowing, not directly but 
with a tendenéy, towards the centre of the whirl. Strange tosay, at the centre 
‘of the whirl there is absolute calm. The centre, however, is not stationary 
but moving at an average rate of 11} miles an hour. The actual experience of 
any place in the path of the storm was a hurricane gradually becoming more 
and more furious, then a sudden lull lasting only a short time but perfect 
while it lasted, then the hurricane in all its former fury but with wind from 
an altogether different direction. ‘Two or three hours after the lull the 
storm began to gradually abate and finally ceased about. i2 hours after it 
commenced. 

3. Meteorologists connect together by a curve on a map all the places — 
where, at a specified time, the barometric pressure was the same. Such 
curves they call “isobars’’ and they depict a cyclone by a diagram of 
isobars. In this storm, as with all cyclones, it was found that the direction 
of the wind at any place was not truly. tangential to the isobaric curve at that 
place but had a deflection towards the centre of the cyclonic whirl. As in all 
cyclones north of the equator the direction of the winds at various points on an 
isobaric curve was counter-clock wise. 

4. On crossing the coast the storm. was travelling almost due north, 
gradually it veered towards the east and ultimately, on leaving Mymensingh 
district, it was moving north-east. It is reported that the lull was experi- 
enced at various places at the following times, but several of these reports 
can only be regarded as approximately correct, viz.—Oura Sipsa 3 to 4 P.M., 
oreo ome 4 pm: Dakop 5 p.m., Bditaghata 8 p.m., Khulna 8-35 to 9 
p.M., Mollahat 10 p.m., Gopalganj 10-30 to 11-30, Bhanga midnight, 
Goalundo 1 4.a., (only a change in direction of wind), Mashurikhola 2-165, 


_ Bhairab 6, Kishorganj 6-30 a.m. 


5. The ¢yclone was remarkable for its small dimensions and its great 
intensity. Though the Bakarganj cyclone of 1876 was far more destructive 
of human. life, the value of property destroyed in 1919 was probably greater 
than in any storm in Bengal for the last 200 years. Yet, if places where the 

ind did not attain very great force are omitted, the diameter of the storm 
area was not more than 25 miles. 


s 6. In Narail and Gopalganj subdivisions and in the north-eastern corner 


of Khulna district an additional terror was added to the hurricane and the 
storm wave by a vivid red glow appearing in the sky during the period of the 
lull. In Natal Subdivision this fiery glow came from the western horizon and 
Was 80 bright that it ‘is said to have illumined the surface of the earth for 
some time. In Gopalganj subdivision the red glare came from the south. 

7. The country: over which the cyclone swept is a land of great rivers. 
Immediately after the lull the hurricane winds drove the waves furiously 
along’until they dashed like solid walls of water against the banks. The 
height of the waves was generally from 3 to 6 feet. By their violence they 
caused great destruction to all floating craft, river embankments, crops and 
all other property near the banks. The most serious damage was done on the 


Padma, especially in*the neighbourhood of Lohajang; on the Meghna, especi- 
ally at Sivepaueens and Bhairab ; on’ the Madhumati in Gopalganj, Khulna — 
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and Pirojpur and on the Passur, Rupsa and other big rivers of Khalna. Storm 
waves were formed also on the dils. On the Arial 621 between the Dhaleswari 
and the Padma and on the Kotwalipara bil the violence of the waves was 80 
great that many houses and fields were engulfed and totally disappeared. 

8. The storm lasted for about 12 hours at each place and left Mymen- — 
singh district about 11 a.m. on the 25th. It-was accompanied in most ; 
by heavy rain. here are not many Government rain-gauges in the affected 
tract, but taking them as fairly representative, they showed a general aver 
of 5°93” in Khulna district, 3°96" in Narail subdivision, 6°33" in Faridpur, 7°40” 
in Dacca and 3°97" in Mymensingh district. ' ' 

9. Selections from various reports on the cyclone are given in Appendix 


10. There are many people who still remember the last big cyclone in 
Bengal. It occurred on the 27th October 1909 and affected Khulna, Jessore’ 
and parts of the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Bakarganj, Faridpur, Dacca and Mymen- 
singh districts. At Goalundo 22 steamers and flats were almost totally 
destroyed, the’ damage being estimated at 30 lakhs.of rupees. The number 
of human lives lost in the 1909 cyclone was 996 as compared with 3,203. in 
1919. The tidal wave or storm wave was higher in 1909, and the loss of cattle 
was returned as 96,317, as compared with 38,951 in 1919, but the acouracy of 
the figures of the earlier year is questionable. In 1919 the figures compiled 
at thanas were checked by the relief agency, but in 1909 there was no such 

ency and no check. In Khulna district alone it was reported in 1909. that 
70,654 cattle were drowned or killed. ‘Che loss of such a large number must 
have told heavily on the district, yet it was not found necessary to give any 
relief. In that same district 582,602 houses were reported te have been 
blown down, yet the Collector, touring through the worst affected part of the 
district a fortnight after the cyclone, found’ that most of the houses had been 
re-erected, It is probable that the houses, though damaged, had not really 
been demolished. In short, no reliance can be placed ‘on the bs iy of 1909, 
except perhaps those of loss of human life. So far as can be judged from the 
statements of persons who experienced both storms, the violence of the wind, 
the dimensions of the storm and the total damage done were far greater in 
1919 than in 1909, though the damage done by storm waves was Jess. 


SECTION Ii.—Loss of life. 


(a) Loss of human life. 


11. The latest enquiries show that the total number of persons known 
to have lost their lives in the cyclone was 3,203. As it was Puja time, 
many persons besides those whose business required thém to be on the 
river were travelling to their homes from other districts. The drowning 
of such persons would. not be reported unless the bodies were found. 
chars where every habitation was swept away it would also be improbable 
that every death would be known. It is therefore. certain that the total. 
mortality was greater than that reported. It may. be estimated at approxi-

12. Most of the deaths from drowning were due to the storm waves 
which tore boats away from theit.moorings and dashed them to pieces against 
the banks or against one another. These waves also caused the sudden — 
erosion of the sites of dwelling-houses on the banks of rivers and bils; and * 
falling on them or on the houses im which they were. ; 

18. In Khulna district 432 deaths were recorded, of which about 240 
were due to drowning. Sixty-four persons were drowned in one union of 
Dakop thana and 27 in one union of Paikgacha. Both of these unions are.

Six hundred and twelve deaths occurred in Faridpur district, of which 
ihe bake due to drowning and 193 to falling trees and houses. The mortality 
wh droWiling was greatest’in-the chars'of the Padma'and-onythe banks of 
the Kotwalipara 6i. In Kotwalipara thana alone 110 persons, were drowned. 
Though the houses are built on mounds raised to provide safety, the storm 
waves of the dil carried ayvay not only houses but also'the' mounds on which 
they stood. The storm waves also caught and submerged some persons 
‘who during the lull were hurrying for shelter from one mound to another, 
At Olpur, two teachers of the high school, hearing cries for help from 
neighbouring houses, went in a boat to render help. This was during the 
dull. They never returned and must have been drowned when the hurricane 
winds began afresh. The Collector reports that a special fund has been 
raised for the relief of their widows. An extraordinary occurrence reported 


is that in Kotwalipara a bebejia (river gipsy) was killed by a flying corrugated- 
» ivon sheet, his head being severed from his body. ; 


In no other district was the loss of human life so great as in Dacea. One 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight deaths were reported, of which 90 
per cent. were due to drowning. No less than 1,199 deaths occurred within: 
Lohajang thana, most of them being residents on the chars of the Padma. 
The people had taken refuge on the roofs. of their houses and were precipi- 
tated into the water when the houses were smrashed by the force of the 
waves. For days afterwards passengers by the Goalundo-Narainganj mail 
steamer met the gruesome spectacle of many dead bodies floating in the river. 
By some set of the current many other corpses were thrown up on the river bank 
at, Lohajang where, on a stretch of Jand about 5 miles in length, 550 corpses 
were found and buried. Other deaths oceurred in the dil areas of Srinagar 
and Nawabginj thanas and were due tothe sites of the houses being swept — 
away by storm waves. ‘The weather during the day of the 24th was 
boisterous and most boats were tied up for the night; but many \ were 
carried away from their anchorage and dashed on the shore or overturned 
in the stream. One family ina village of Nawabganj thana took refuge in 
their boat at their ghat from their falling houses. The boat was carried 
off into the Dhaleswari and most of the family drowned. There were 
instances of marvellous escapes. One man was carried away by the current 
from Mewa char opposite to Lohaganj; he lost consciousness and recovered 
to find himself washed up 5 miles away in Bahar bazar, having been carried 
across the Padma, several village sites and a Jil: The vagaries of the curren 
gave rise to such anomalies as people starting on the same roof finding them- 
selves separated and carried some up and some down stream. 

In Tippera district 30 persons were drowned and 10 killed by falling 
houses or-trees. A lady going home for the Pujas with her children, her 
father and servants, nine persons in all were drowned in the Meghna ; only 
the two boatmen and a maidsetrvant were saved. +

drowned and the remainder crushed under falling trees or buildings. f

estimated that about 14,000 cattle ‘perished. The mortality was greatest in: 


Rampal, Morrelganj, Dakop, Paikgacha and Shyamnagar where many ‘people, 


fearing the subsidence of the sheds, let loose their cattle and they were 
drowned in the floods. © For many ‘days after the eyclone the rivers * ne 
south of the district wereteeming with corpses of cattle. 
n Bakdrganj district 970, and-iwo deéssore 424 cattle ware “killed 
Nearly all the deaths were due to falling trees, very few to drowning. 

In Faridpur the number of cattle lost was 3,639. On the chars end 
in the di/ areas where the greatest human mortality ‘occurred, there also the 
largest number of cattle perished. 

Five thousand five hundred and thirty bead of cattle were killed in Dacca 


district. On the Padma chars practically all the cattle were swept away and ° 


drowned. ‘lhe total number drowned in the whole district was about 4,000, 
Only 12 cuttle in Tippera district, were reported to have been killed. 
All the deaths ware caused by falling trees. ‘ 
Mymensingh district lost 732 cattle. In Mitamain and Tarail, where 
the fields were under deep water, most of the deaths were due to drowning. 
In other places most of the casualties were caused by falling trees. 
17. In Appendix B, a statement will be found showing the loss of 
human life and of cattle, district by district and subdivision by eubd vimieny 


SECTION Il1.—Other eames: 


(a) Private Buildings. 


18. Pir antel buildings were destroyed wholesale. The bulk of the 
raiyats’ houses are /utcha, with thatched or corrugated iron roofs, When 
even masonry structures were blewn down it woula have been a matter ‘for 
’ surprise that any hutcha houses were left standing, were it not for the dense 
growth of trees and bushes by which most of them were screened from the 
wind. It, is not possible to express in figures the number, and stiil less the 
yalue, of the buildings blown down. Local. officers were asked to. report. the 
number -of dwelling houses and shops demolished in each sabdivision, and the 


figures given by them will be found in Appendix B. No great reliance can be — 


laced in those figures, for it is known that some officers. reckoned cowsheds, 
ivehons and other outhouses as separate buildings, and, while some included 
even’ houses: only partially unroofed as demolished, others omitted. all except 
houses which- had entirely or almost entirely lost their walls and their roofs. 
For instance, the’ local officers in Narail subdivision at first reported that 
66,357 houses had been demolished.. The Collector pointed out that the 
population of the area affected was about 216,000, that the average number 
of persons per’ house was about 5 and that probably not pads. 53 60 per 
cent. of the dwelling houses had been demolished. The 'ocal, officers were 
‘therefore ordered to revise their reports, and their final estilaate is that. 
14,152 dwelling houses and shops were demolished. (It is of course true that 
the reconstruction of an out-house involves expense, but such expense is far 
_ less than when a dwelling house has to be rebuilt. Instead of relying on 
imperfect figures, an idea of the damage suffered can best be conveyed by'a 
general descriptive account. 

- 19. In the most affected parts of Khulna district scarcely a single 
kutcha house was left standing, and several entire bazars were levelled tothe 
ground. At Bagerhat and other places substantial pucca pillars swore: oe 
‘out and thrown down. 

Bakarganj suffered leet enveiely, bat thousands of houses lost their roots 
and many were damaged beyond repair. 

‘In Narail subdivision the raiyats in Niraganti, Kal

The Collector reports Ehath inthe'affected area of Faridpur, ptacticall 

all the thatched bnts and corrugated iron. sheds ‘were either levelled to the 
dor torn till only the posts were left standing. In the bil areas of 
alganj, especially, the scene of devastation was almost indescribable. 

Tu, Dacca district the Collector éstimates that about 50 per cent. of 
the raiyats’ dwelliug houses were unroofed or blown down. The chars in 
Lohajang thana were completely denuded of houses by the storm waves. In 
other “places muéh “damage. was ‘ ‘ddiie “Ly falling trees, and’ cbrrugatéd ‘iron 
sheets were often either blown away or so twisted as to be useless. Even 

ty buildings suffered severely. No more striking proof of the extreme 
pt rand of the storm could be offered than the demolition of the substyntial 
pucca godowns. of Messrs. Birkmyre Brothers and Messrs. R. Sim & Co, at 


_Narayanganj. One godown of the latter firm had walls buttressed by brick 


pillars 24 feet square, with a skeleton of cast iron, and sunk 4 feet in the 
ground ; yet not only the walls but also all the pillars were blown down. 

The Narayanganj Chamber of Commerce has not been able to furnish 
estimates of damage because some of the members prefer that such inform- 
ation should be kept confidential. The Collector estimates roughly that 
the loss caused by the cyclone to jate firms in Daeca amounted to 15 lakhs 
and in Narayanganj to 150 lakhs of rupees. 

In the affected parts of the Tippera district no damage was done to 
masonry buildings, but most of the kuicha houses with corrugated iron or tin 
roofs were blown down or uhroofed. The*Deputy Superintendent of Police 
counted some 400 fallen houses in a sample area of one square mile. 

In the worst affected parts of Mymensingh most of the houses were 
blown down, and in other jarts no village entirely escaped injury. The 
unfortunate people had to take refuge under collapsed roofs or any other 
remnants of their houses which could be propped up to give some shelter. 

20. With the subsidence of the buildings, furniture and utensils were 
smashed, clothes and other property were blown away and completely dis- 
appeared and stocks of grain, seeds and other produce were greatly reduced 
in value or entirely spoilt by the rain. One of the heaviest items of this ‘kind 
of loss. was the damage done to bundles of jute waiting to be sold. Much 
good quality fibre was reduced to the class of “rejections.” Raiyats keep 
their own stocks of seed of most.of the radi crops, and the loss of these seeds 
was a serious matter, because traders who had stocks immediately raised their 
prices District officers haye had estimates made of the loss sustained by the 
damage to property kept in houses; but where conditions vary so greatly 
from house to house, it is a practical impossibility to make reliable estimates. 
It seems better to avoid’ quoting figures which may only give misleading 
impressions and to state simply that the damage was enormous and amounted 
to many lakhs of rupees. . 


(#)—Public ‘Buildings. 


21. The damage done to public buildings of all kinds was exceptionally 
-Severe, probably because many of them occupy conspicuous and exposed’ 
positions. - 

». 22. In Khulna 14 post offices, 19 dispensaries, 2 veterinary dispensaries, 
14 forest offices and 13 inspection bungalows were damaged. The police 
lines at Khulna and Bagerhat were wrecked and many thana buildings com- 
pletely demolished. The total cost of cyclone repairs to police buildings is 
estimated at Rs. 3,81,300. In the jail and the excise buildings ‘also very 
extensive repairs will have to be earried out.. The damages to such public 
offices, as kanungos’, tahsildars’ and sub-registry offices will be borne by 
Government, while the District Board’ has to provide Rs. 11,150 for repairs. to 
dispensaries, Rs. 2,900 for inspection. Alioth, pie besides grants for rd 
schools-and aidéd schools and repairs to roads. The Khulna Municipality 


also os to repair its buildings at an estimated cost of Rs. 2,500.

In Bakarganj district public easing. did not suffer very.much, except 
-at Pirojpar, where several kutcha, a few pucca houses, were d. 

The heaviest. co fell on the village primary schools and on the Police 
pn Retin Ih ‘the northern bane of the district many mosques ur 
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jumayhars and temples were demolished and images of the goddess Durga 


were shattered with the fall of the temples. 


Several police buildings in Narail subdivision were levelled to the ground, — 


and others were badly damaged ; the total cost of reconstruction and repairs 


is estimated at Rs, 19,400. Schools, post-offices, dispensaries, inspection — 


ek RN “Shen me suffered just as nih sin + aia idea 
In. Faridpur_ the cost of repair to bui lings of the Public Wor lepart- 
ment is eatimueed ‘at Rs. 7, et the ‘Police’ Department Hh. 20,900, of the 
District Board at Rs. 4,900 and of the Khas Mahal Department at Rs. 7,700. 
Three Munsifs’ courts at Chikandi andthe subdivisional offices at Gopalganj 
were blown down. Schools suffered severely and so also did the kutcha 
mosques of the Muhammadans. 

The severity of the storm in Dacca district can be judged irom the fact 
that for 155 buildings maintained by the Public Works Department, nearly 


all of which are pucra or semi-pucca, the average damage was Rs. 1,300 per. 


building. ‘he roofs of Government House and of the staff quarters were 
blown offafid the porch collapsed, while servants’ quarters, out-oftices, hospitals, 
ete., “were laid flat with the ground. The avenues and many other fine trees 


which adorned the new and the old cities were overthrown and, in falling, did~ 
immense damage to electric light, telegraph and telephone wires as well as” 


to houses and to compound walls. ‘The Military Police officers’ quarters and 
married men’s lines at the Pilkhana were shattered and so were also the semi- 
permanent civil court buildings at Munshiganj. At Singair, where the thana 
buildings had only been constructed a year before, brick-nogged walls were 
badly cracked. Repairs to Public Works Department buildings and electric 
installations in Dacca district alone are estimated to cost Rs. 2,16,000 besides 
Rs. 65,000 required for repairs to buildings maintained by the Police Depart- 
ment. No less than 96 post offices were demolished and 66 badly damaged. 
The District Board fared worst of all; all the 16 inspection bungalows in the 
district were damaged more or less, and the-out-houses of the Sabhar bungalow 
which had only just been completed, were totally wrecked. Five dispen- 
saries Will have to be rebuilt at a cost of Rs. 31,000; Rs. 10,000 will be 
required for repairs to the remaining 15 and _ the ‘replacement of medicine 
destroyed will cost Rs. 5,000 more. 

In some parts of Tippera district, the residences of Government officers 


and public buildings, such as thanas, schools, dispensaries, sub-registry offices. 


and post offices were damaged, but not to a very serious extent. 
At several places in Mymensingh district most of the public buildings 


were wrecked. This was very noticeable at-Gafargon, Iswarganj, Barhatta,’ 


‘Kendua, Netrakona, Kishorganj and Bajitpur. The repairs to Public Works 
Department buildings are estimated to cost about Rs. 13,000 and buildings 
maintained by the Volice Department Rs. 83,000, The damage to dispensaries 
sind inspection bungalows vill cost the. District Board Rs. 30,000, : 

A special feature of the cyclone is the enormous number of school. build- 
ingswhich suffered serious damage. ‘The extent of the loss can be gauged 
from the following figures which have been carefully revised by the Inspec-

The. above are all boys’ schools. In Dacca Division 282 girls’ schools 
were also damaged and the cost of repairs is estimated at Rs. 16,333. 

24. Towards the cost of reconstructing and repairing the school build- 
ings Government has sanctioned liberal grants, and the istrict Boards have 
given special grants to the schools aided by thém. The local people are 
expected to contribute the remainder of the cost. which will probably “be not 
less than 3 lakhs of rupees. For unaided primary schools, of which there 
aré large numbers, it has not been possible to give any grant from State or 
District Board funds, but to assist the local people in restoring their primary 
school buildings,*the Central Cyclone Relief Committee. has given a special 
grant of Rs. 60,000 and smaller grants have also been made from district 
relief funds. 


(e) Communications. 


. 25. yExtensive damage was suffered by the Bhairab-Mymensingh 

Railway. A large percentage of the stations and staff quarters was blown 
* down. These were only temporary structures; but the force: of the wind 
was so great that it capsized two trains and overturned many wagons 
stabled at Wayside stations. Most of thé pontoons and landing stages of 
the wagon ferry at Bhairab were stink, and damaged. Two of the steamers 
were also sunk of which one has been refloated, but ‘the other 
became a complete wreck. Traffic across the river from Bhairab to Ashuganj 
was stopped for a month, and the train services between Bhairab and Kishor- 
ganj were completely disorganized. The damages to this railway will’ cost 
about 3 lakhs, of rupees. On the Bhairab-Tangi and Dacca-Mymensingh 
lines the damage to quarters and stations was less serious, but two wagons 
blown over at Dacca blocked the line for several hours, and the cutting of the 
embankment by storm waves made travelling from Narayanganj to Daoca very 
slow for some days. On the Khulna-Bagerhat line damage was done by 
storm waves cutting away the approaches to bridges ; a jetty also fell into the 
river ; but repairs will not be very expensive. 

26. District Board roads were damaged by storm-waves-in Khulna 
district, and it will cost Rs. 14,000 to. repair them. The Madaripur - 
Bil Canal was very severely damaged. The greater part of the 
embankment from Haridaspur to Gopalganj was washed away, and along 
the canal proper there are many breaches and scours in the embankments, 
Most of the buildings on the banks were unroofed and some _ boats 
were sunk. At Narayanganj a portion of the pucca embankment and 
several jetties were smashed by flats pounding against them. At Bhairab 
also the pucca embankment on which some godowns stood was destroyed. 
‘In the south of Khulna district large areas of rice land aré protectéd 
by embankments, and it is estimated that the repair of the damage caused 
by the’ cyclone to these embankments will cost about Rs. 27,000. In 
Faridpur distriet the embanked road along the Madhumati was so extensively 
aes that it will have to be entirely reconstructed. In Dacca town the 
Buekland Bund, which is faced with brick and cement, was breached in several’ 
places and repairs will cost at least Rs. 6,000. ‘The embanked road from 
|. Mirpur to Fulbaria was also severely damaged, and the District Board will 
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have to spend Rs, 10,700 on repairs of this and other embanked, roads. In 
Bakarganj the District Board road passing through the 6 area was damaged 
to the extent of about Rs. 5.000. ; Ri 

27. The Director of Telegraph Engineering reports that—‘ This was the 
worst cyclone that ever affected the working of the telegraph lines. For 
miles and miles the telegraph and telephone lines were levelled to the ground, 
Rail posts were twisted round and broken; tubular masts 60 to 80 feet in 
height with sai supports were destroyed beyond recognition. One of the rail 
masts, 90 feet high, near Narayanganj was twisted round and broken in two. 
The section of line between Manikganj and Dacca suffered the most. The 
entire length was brought down by the storm and covered by large fallen 
trees. To aggravate the Situation this section was inundated to a height of 
8 to4 feet. The main lines between Dacca and Baider Bazar practically 
suffered the same fate. Similar damage was done in the Barisal and Khulna 
districts. The entire telephone systems at Dacca and Narayanganj were 
practically levelled to the ground; the exchange at Dacea was unroofed: 
Two cables across the Meghna near Baider Bazar failed during the storm ; so 
did the cables at Narayanganj and near Munshiganj. The failure of the cables 
is attributable to their having been dragged by the anchors of boats and 
_ steam launches that were sunk during the storm. This is the principal 
damage done to the lines of the Dacca Division. As a matter of fact, 80 per 
cent. of the total mileage*ef lines and wires was down.” , 

28. The officers of the Telegraph Department rose to the occasion, 
promptly organized parties to make temporary arrangements and, by dint of 
unsparing toil under conditions of great difficulty, communication between 
Dacca and Comilla was restored by midday on the 1st October, and all lines 
were working again by the eyening of the 8th. The restoration of the tele- 
graph and telephone lines cost the department over Rs. 20,000 in cash and 
about Rs. 50,000 in stores. The replacement of the cables that failed will 
involve a further expenditure of Rs. 40,000. m 


(d) River Craft. F 


29. »An enormous amount of damage was done by wind and waves to 
river craft. Vessels of all kinds, large and small, owned by Indians and 
Europeans, suffered equally. Omitting boats which were refloated without 
serious damage it is reported that altogether 11,999 boats_ were irretrievably 
lost or so shattered that they could not be used again without being repaired 
at considerable expense. The greatest loss naturally fell on the India 
General Navigation Railway and Rivers Steam Navigation Companies ; but to 
hundreds of potty traders and boat owners the cyclone must have caused. the 
loss of practically all they had in the world, Many of the country, boats lost 
wore of considerable capacity and contained valuable cargoes of jute. rice, 
and other commodities. It would be impossible to obtain a. reliable estimaie 
of the total losses, and no useful purpose would be served, by an attempt. to 
express them in figures. eae tp 3 ' 

30. At Khulna, at the point where the three rivers join, the SS. 
“ Arjuna” sank. Eleven lives and all the cargo were lost. The flat 

_“ Bellona’ sank in the Sundarbans. Six other steamers and 9 flats. were 
badly grotnded and 7 steamers and 14 flats suffered damage to vessels and 
cargoes. All of the above belonged to the two big river steamer, companies. 
In addition, other companies also lost or sustained damage to their steamers 
and flats. The country boats irretrievably lost numbered 1,269, of which no 
less, than 800 were in Khulna thana, where the steamer companies also 
incurred the greatest part of theirloss. ; Apa sy 

In Bakarganj 25 large native cargo boats and 66 Utley akg 
One of these was a-boat carrying 1,000 maunds of salt which was lost near 
Gaurnadi and another sank near Barisal with 200 maunds of rice. 

In Narail subdivision 68 country boats sank ; some of them were re- 
covered, but their cargoes, which were mostly rice and paddy, were lost. 
_ In Faridpur ‘district one flat loaded with Burma rice was sunk near 
Palong and some 22 other flats at various ‘places were damaged. The S88. 
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' “Vayu”, conveying piece-goods and sugar, was wrecked n i, 
~ One thousand three hundred and Peentya wo cargo boats with Ho ace me 
at 2} lakhs of rupees were lost. It may be mentioned that the Collector has 
~ taken special care regarding these statistics and has excluded all boats which 
‘were Subsequently recovered or which had no cargo.’ Inthe bil area of — 
Gopalganj subdivision over 900 out of 1,200 boats gunk were recovered and 
made serviceable again. 

: Of tne shipping owned by the India General Navigation and Railway and 
Rivers Steam Navigation Companies at Narayanganj,6 flats were sunk, 11 were 
unroofed and 12 others took in water by which the cargoes were damaged. 

Three of the jetties at Narayanganj Railway Station were practically destroyed 
and pontoons sunk. Boats of all sizes were piled up against them by the 
wind, the effect being to crush the jetty girders which collapsed. Half of 

“ the roof of the Steamer Company's flat “ Tegra” was lifted bodily: by the 
wind, and blown over the station buildings and the railway tracks and depo- 

‘sited on a vacant space without doing any damage in its flight. A small 
country boat.caught fire in the Sitalakhya khal and the fire spread to two 
jute-laden flats which broke from their moorings and were driven against the 
boat and close toa bungalow which was also burnt. The blaze attained 
great proportions, and ultimately the flats had to be sunk to prevent the iire 
spreading further. Every flat in the river at Narayanganj was damaged by 
collision either with other flats or with masonry structures on shore. The 
“Ganges” had her bows staved in and the * Rajkot” a hole 11 feet long in 

“her side. The- flats “ Passar” \coal-laden) and “ Puddah” (jute-laden) 
were driven first from Gopchar where their moorings broke into the Sital- 
lakhya khal. Here they collided with’ the ‘“ Nudwa” (flat) and drove her 
through two of Messrs. M. David & Oo.’s jetties. These are made of teak 
wood (solid 14 inches. square). The ‘“ Nudwa” was finally driven into the 
verandah of the Company’s assorting shed ; her name-plate and chapper being 
left plastered on the wall of the factory. With a change of the wind the 

=»  “ Passar” and“ Pudda” were carried clear of the khal and stranded on the 
east bank of the Lakhya by the Angus Press. Sitallakhya point, jutting out 
into the face of the storm, wasa natural landing place for wreckage and in the 
morning the flats “ Rajkot,” ‘* Hilsamari,” “ Nudwa,’ a’ Bengal and Assam 

" Company's barge, the “'Tumsar’’ and many smaller craft were stranded 
on it. 

In other parts of Dacca district the Steamer Companies sustained the 
following damages ; viz :—15 flats, 3 steamers, 9 barges, 1 steam launch 
and 1 pontoon damaged, one steamer sank. ‘The SS. “ Bombay "had 
a very bad experience. The second serang was blown away with the 
cabin on the upper deek in which he was sleeping and no trace of him was 
ever found, The steamer grounded about 5 miles above Lohajang and up 

* till February it had not been possible to refloat her. At Dacea four launches 
weré sunk, including the “Diana " of the Police Department, and 5 launches 
owned by jute firms were sunk at Narayanganj. The number of country boats 
sunk with cargoes is reported as 7,513 for the whole district. of which more 
than a third were in Narayanganj subdivision. ‘The number would have been 

_gréater but for the fact that the foul weather during the day warned the 
_aerpiac to take shelter before the storm assumed serious proportions. 
About 60 boats are reported to have been lost in Tippora district, but 

' probably many of these were recovered. - At Ajabpur, on the Meghna, a steam 
launch and 7 boats laden with jute sank. 

Four flats laden with jute were sunk at Bhairab. In the whole of 
~ Mymensingh district, the number of country boats sunk while conveying jute, 
rice and other goods is reported as 1,425; but this probably includes some 

~ which were empty or were not lost beyond recovery. a} 

; “81. It was at first’ reported that raiyats had suffered much loss by jute, 

_ which was steeping in the rivers, being carried away by storm waves. On 

"enquiries. being made it was found that the amount of jute Jost in this way 
was comparatively insignificant, and most of it was ultimately recovered. The 
“storm waves did, however, carry away not only steeping jute but also bundles 
and bales of jute. Some petsons-gained and some lost. There were ‘many ~ 
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” disputes ; but a bundle of jute is not an article that ean be identified: with 
certainty. uae i ; 
(@) Standing crops and trees. we 


82. The only jute still standing at the time of the cyclone was the 
portion left for seed. Thig was a total loss; for alkthe seed was blown away. 
Fortunately, the largest seed-producing areas were not within ‘the area 
severely affected by the eyclone ; but the demand for seed tnis year will be 
so much greater than usual that there may be a shortage in some places. 
The Agricultural Department has arranged for.a considerable stock to supply 
the needs of those who lost their seed crop and cannot get good seed in the 
market, “Ihe areas where it seems likely that there will be the greatest need 
for seed are Mollahat in Khulna, Gopalganj subdivision, Sibchar in Madaripur; 
Harirampur and Singair in Manikganj subdivision ; Rupganj thana and. other 
places on the banks of the Lakhya. 2 

83. The cyclone occurred at a time when the paddy crop was generally — 
well established and able to stand rough treatment. There was only one 
variety in flower at the time, which was the early variety of broadcast paddy 
ysually known as Lakhidigha. The damage done to this variety was very 
_ great; perhaps as much as 75 per cent. of the crop was lost; but fortunately 
the area occupied by this variety is very small in comparison with the later 
kinds of aman. 

$4. The rain and the flood caused severe damage to late transplanted 
paddy in Khulna; but in other parts of the district the crop was improved 
by the sweet water.. In Bakargan} there was no appreciable damage,and the 
cyclone was very beneficial to the paddy crop, both transplanted and broad- 
east: Faridpur disteset and Narail subdivision produce Only the broadcast 
varieties of paddy. The storm uprooted and carried away a large portion of 
the erop in the dils and, where the land was higher, damage was done by 
masses of water-hyacinth and other weeds being driven on to the paddy 
which they choked and killed. So far as Narail and Gopalganj subdivisions 
are concerned, the paddy crop is reported to have proved light in the ear, and 
the subdivisional officers estimate the damage caused by the cyclone at a half 
of the paddy crop. These estimates seem however to be Somewhat pessimistic. 
In the other subdivisions of Faridpur less.damage was done, and the crop was ° 
not much below normal. In, Dacca distri¢t some broadcast paddy in bil land 
was uprooted ; but the crop in those areas is always precarious, and in Bil 
Belai the raiyats reaped the best crop they have had for a decade. North of the 
Dhaleswari where transplanted paddy is grown the crop was benefited greatly 
by the rain which accompanied the cyclone. In Tippera ihe little damage to 
broadcast paddy was more than compensated by the gam to the transplanted 
erop. In Mymensingh even broadcast paddy -was improved on the whole, for 
rain had been badly needed; and to transplanted paddy the gain was very: 
great. i . 

. 85. On the whole the outturn of paddy appears to have been at least 
as good as it would have been if the cyclone had not occurred. . 

» 86. The cyclone caused great havoc among trees. According to custom, 
the raiyat is entitled to the fruit of a tree, but the timber belongs to the 
landlord. . The destruction of fruit trees is a loss to the raiyat which it will 
take many years to replace. Few date and cocoanut palms were blown down, 
but many ri (betel-nut) trees fell or were broken and killed. In those 
parts of Khulna, Bakarganj and Jessore districts where the storm was most 
intense it is estimated that at least one-half of the supart trees were destroyed, 
and in some places entire groves were swept to the ground. The loss of the ~ 

-nuts and cocoanuts blown away by the wind fell heavily on poor raiyats 
_ who at that time of the year depend on the sale of fruit to buy their. 
food.. In the northern half of Dacea district raiyats rely largely’on the sale of 
jack fruit to pay their rent. Though, perhaps, not more than 10 per cent. 
of the jack fruit trees were blown down, even that is a serious matter for 
the raiyats and their landlords, ; ce, Lure thr ahah 

37. The pan (betel leaf) tations represent the most costly form of 
cultivation in the province, These rows and lines of carefully nurtured 
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ereepers, on their slender Supports, lightly screened aboverand pany N were 


thrown higp gas theground and most of the plants were-killed. Except- 
ing those in specially sheltered positions, the cyclone spared hardly any and 


the loss inflicted was enormous. Fortunately the darois, who carry on this 
form cf cultivation, are better able than most classes of the community to 
bear aheavy lows: : 

28» The raiyats were deprived of another valuable source of food by thé 
wholesale destruction of plantain trees. Clumps ‘of bamboos also suffered 
seyerely, most of them were broken, but many were even uprooted. Timber 
trees and trees of all’ kinds: fell or were shattered and broken. Those that 
fell were very useful for the rebuilding of houses. In fact, the demand was 
so great inmany places that for some days a single bamboo could not be 
bought for less than’ a rupee. In the gazari forests in the north of Dacca 
district ivy is estimated that from 10 to 20 per cent. of the trees fell. ‘This 


_ however was'no loss; forthe forests needed thinuing and the royalty on the 


fallen timber in the Bhawal Wards’ estate alone is expécted to yield 114 lakhs 
of rupees. Not’ much damage war done to the Sundarbans forest, and it was 
mostly confined to trees on the water's edge. The blastiag effects of the 
storm were shown by the leaves of the bamboos which still stood turning 
yellow. At’ many places, particularly Narayanganj, all the leaves were 
stripped off ‘the trees; bat never was the ~enormous recuperative power of 
nature shown more strikingly. Within 10 days the trees, even many of those 
which had fallen, had put on new leaves. Within a month a casual traveller 
would have found little in the general appearance of the country to make him 
realize that there had ever been a cyclone. 


SECTION IV.—Organization of Relief. 


(a) General conditions. 


39, Tie situation created by the sudden destruction of houses and 
property was complicated by the economic conditions prevailing at the time. 
Lhe already existing problems: of providing food and clothing were greatly 
intensified and problems of providing shelter and preventing disease were 
added, Karly in June-the price of ‘rice had begun to rise from causes 
connected with the war and failare of crops in India. So far as the agri- 
cultural population was concerned this was counterbalanced by the high prices 


. ruling for jute (Rs. 14 to Rs, 20 per maund), so that, in spite of the dearness 


— 


of cloth, kerosine oil, sugar and condiments, cultivators were sufficiently well 
off. The high prices bore most hardly on the industrial and middle class 
population with small incomes and, after these, on the landless labourers ; 
these classes constitité considerable sections of the population, more parti- 
eularly in the towns and in the subdivisions of Munshiganj and Madaripur. 

‘40. Early in August it was apparent that supplies of rice were short 
and consequently: prices rose enormously. probably a good deal more than 
the situation justified. This was met by the introduction of a system of 
importing rice from Burma to Caleutta and Chittagong, where it was bought by 
traders or agents approved by District Magistrates, conveyed by them to the 
districts and sold at controlled rates. Prices of common dalam went up as 
high as Rs. -13, but gradually came down, as Burma rice got into the local 
markets, to between Rs:-9 and Rs. 10 per maund just before the cyclone. 
At. various places committees had been formed to supply Burma rice at 
controlled retail prices to poor people; these committees did very useful work 
afterWards in connection with cyclone relief. 


_-. 41. As already said, the prices of jute in the early part of the season 


were extraordinarily high, but traders were not inclined to take more than 
‘enough to cover:their immediate requirements, and many raiyats also held 
back hoping for still bigger prices. Early in September, instead of rising, 
prices of jute suddenly fell by about 50 per cent. and have remained practi- 


 gally steady at aboutethat level. Disappointed in their hopes of extraordinary

Season, 
their condition would have been far worse. » It is, calculated ¢ 

under jute in the eyclone-affected tract is about 872,000 acres and that, 

the crop obtained in 1919 was 136 lakhs of maunds, out of which the raiyats 


had, by the 318t December, sold 85 lakhs of maunds for about 8 crores of | 


rupees, While 51 lakhs of maunds, worth about 255. lakhs of. rupees, still 
remained in their hands (w#de Appendix C). - Sieatony ey 

42. With the collapse of the market, all jute business came to a stand- 
still early in September and was not resumed to any sien until the end of 
November. Having nothing to sell except their jute, cultivators were pinched 
for money and credit was unobtainable. Money however was imperatively 
required to rebuild their houses and to buy food. For their relief it was 
necessary to distribute agricultural loans on a large seale, Still worse was 
the condition of non-cultivators, especially infirm people, widows and orphans. 
For these it was necessary to organise gratuitous relief in rice. to keep them 
from starvation, in cash to help them to re-erect their houses and in cloth to 
enable them to-appear decently in public. Something also had to be done for 
the preservation of life among professional beggars whose needs could not at. 
such a time be met by private charity. For poor bhadralok some special form 
of relief had to be devised which would not expose their misery\to the public 
and take away their self-respect. For the people in general, who suffered 
from the cyclone and who could not afiord to buy local rice it was necessary 
to make cheap Burma rice available at all the principal markets. 


(#) Immediate Relief. 


43. The cyclone had disorgahized all telegraphic; postal, river, rail and 
road, communications and in any case it was absolutely necessary to give 
some immediate relief before Government orders, could be obtained. The 
‘District Officers rose to the occasion. The Collector of Dacca temporarily 
appropriated a,fund of which he was trustee and distributed Rs. 70 in 
each of the 825 unions in the district. This relief was distributed. within 
a week after the cyclone through gazetted officers, all of whom were actively 
employed cn relief work throughout the Puja vacation... At the same time _ 
relief circles were formed and constituted the basis of the complete organisa- 
tion subsequently developed. : 

On the Ist October Government gave by telegram carte blanche autho- 
rity to all Collectors to do all that was essential to relieve distress, Unfor- 
tunately full advantage of this could not be taken immediately because the 
treasuries did not reopen for business until the 11th October. In the 
Madaripur and Gopalganj subdivisions of Faridpur district a network of 
relief committees was organized within a week after the cyclone by the 
Collector and Subdivisional Officers, enthusiastically supported by non-official 
gentlemen. The funds immediately necessary were procured by taking 
temporary advances from loan banks and the District Board. 

In Mymensingh the Collector came to the conclusion that the most 
important and urgent rieed was to bring down the price of rice while at the 
same time he gave relief in cases of destitution. The energies of the district 
staff were concentrated chiefly on measures to make Burma. rice available at 
a low uniform price throughout the district... Money was borrowed froma 
ae ~! Wards estate, and rice was taken on credit from importers at ° 

airab, nas 

The District Board of Khulna made a grant of Rs. 5,000 with which 
rice, dal and salt were bought and ‘supplied for sale at police and forest — 
stations. Rice and cash were also given away gratuitously in necessitous 
cases. Some relief committees were emeintod te those early days and 
were followed by the formation of local committees of the Bengal Relief Fund. — 
on the 8th and 9th October. :

- Member of the Executive Council, Bengal, toured in the districts of Mymen- 


singh Dacca, Faridpur and Khulna. He saw the damage done by the cyclone, 
inspected the relief measures already at work and discussed with local 
Officers the lines on which the further relief still required should be given. 
On returning to Calcutta he drew up a note of instructions to me containing 


a completé scheme of relief ofganization. Mr. Cumming’s visit had greatly ‘ 


encouraged the local officers, inspired them with confideice and helped them 
with advice as to methods of organization. A copy of his instruction to me. 
was also sent to each Collector. On my return from leave on the 10th 
October I was placed in general charge of all relief operations in Dacca 
Division and subsequently also in Khulna and Jessore districts. In Tippera 
nein relief work remained under the Commissioner of the Chittagong 
ivision. ° 
45. On the 3rd October an appeal over the signature of His Excellency 


. the Governor of Bengal was issued for help to the people in distress owing 


to the cyclone and on 15th October a meeting was held to inaugurate the 
Cyclone Central Relief Committee, of which His Excellency became 
president. 

46. The Hon’ble Mr. Cumming was Chairman of the Executive 
Committee which administered the Cyclone Relief Fund, and he also superin- 
tended the relief provided from State funds. Throughout the operations 
I received from him constant instructions and advice and am greatly indebted 
to him for help and encouragement. 


(e) Systematic Organisation. 


47. The first step m the development of systematic operations was’ to 
divide the whole of the affected area into relief circles, each of which was 
placed under a Circle Relief Officer, assisted by one or more other officers 
according to the size and importance of the circle. To co-ordinate relief 
work and prevent overlapping, non-official relief agencies were persuaded, 
as far as possible, to take entire responsibility for the relief of entire 


_ unions. Circle Relief Officers were instructed and supervised by Subdivi- 


sional Officers who, in thei turn, were directed and inspected by the 
Syst The relief circles formed in each district are recorded in Appen- 
x D. 

48. Within each circle various committees were formed to assist the 
Circle Relief Officer with information, to prepare lists of persons in need of 
the various forms of relief and to distributé gratuitous relief under the super- 
vision of the Circle Relief Officer. Where the system was fully developed a 
relief committee was formed for each union and was constituted with the 
members of the union committee and panchayat as the nucleus and additional 
members co-opted or appointed for the purpose. ‘The members of any non- 
official relief agency working in the union were asked to join the union relief 
committee. * Throughout Dacea district, the Sadar and’ Bagerhat suddivisions 


of Khulna and in. Narail subdivision, union relief committees were formed. 


Thana relief committees were established in Faridpur district and also subsi- 
diary committees, but the latter did not take the local panchayat as’ their 
nucleus nor was there a separate relief committee for each union. The main 
work of thana relief committees in Khulna and Faridpur was to arrange for, the

_ In Dacca where the streets were blocked by fallen trees and houses, preventing 
the removal of dead animals and refuse and the circulation of the night-soil carts, the 
services’ of convicts from the jail were placed at the disposal of thé Health Officer 
and the municipality were able to get their sewage service going within, 15 days. 

In Narayanganj the District Board:assisted in removing trees blocking the road to 
the trenching-ground. This municipality was caught by the cyclone when its funds were 
at a very low ebb owing to collection being deferred as the result of assessment appeals 
and “Rs, 10,000 was lent to it by the firm of Messrs. Chamaria & Co: through the District 
Magistrate. to enable the municipality to rebuild their sweeper lines and repair the

Disinfection of water-supply.—Seventy-three tanks were treated with chloride of lime 
This, with the disinfection measures taken in Manikganj, brought up the total to 191 
wells and 81 tanks treated. In some cases the owners refused to allow disinfection, buat 

special efforts were made to ensure thorough treatment of villages where cholera occurs 
yearly, in Lohajang, Srinagar and Tangibari thanas. ‘ 

Cholera inoculation —Early efforts to introduce inoculation failed ewing to the 
‘mistrust.of the people, and it was not uritil an epidemic of cholera broke out in Brahman- 
gaon village in Lohajang circle that its utility was recognized. Two hundred and thirteen 
persons were inoculated and only 10 cases of the disease occurred among inoculated 
pewsons, with the result that the demand for inoculation greatly increasedand Jed to a 
shortage of vaccine. All doctors were supplied with a travelling box containing medicine 
for treatment,of cholera, including Sir L. Rogers’ apparatus for saline transfusion, =

Value of the measures,—The fuct testifies to the value of the measures adopted. Such 
nutura!l calamities‘as the cyclone are not infrequently followed by the outbreak of 
epidemics scarcely less formidable than the calamity they follow. It was not without 
reason that the outbreak of such an epidemic was apprehended in the Lohajang and other

Agricultural loans. 


100. The total amount distributed as agricultural loans ~ was 
Rs. 12,55,090, of which Rs. 8,17,050 was spent in Dacca district alone. Loans 
were given to 120,942 men forming 11,808 groups. Statement I shows 
the amount distributed as loans in each district and each subdivision 
_and the number of persons to whom loans, have been given. Government 
sanctioned a total grant of Rs. 19,70,000 for agricultural loans inéMding 
see loans; but it was not found necessary to issue the whole amount.

Seed loans. 


101. Seed loans to the value of Rs. 1,01,641 have been issued. State- 
ment II shows the amount of seed loans issued in each district and each 
subdivision and the number of men who have been given loans. 

Some cultivators preferred to purchease seed instead of taking it on 
loan. Seed worth Rs. 2,928 was sold to them. 

Twenty-eight thousand six hundred and seventeen maunds of radi seed, 
worth Rs. 2,80,175, was purchased by Government and a further sum of 
Rs. 32,029 was incurred as freight and other incidental chncge, including tempo- 
rary establishment and contingencies, in connection with distribution of seed. 
‘Owing to the great difficulty of estimating needs, the whole quantity of seed 
pureh was not issued. In particular, mustard appears to have been

Gratuitous relief in cash and under the paddy-husleing ahd 


102. The sum of Rs. 54.700 has been spent on gratuitous relief in cash 
and Rs. 5,543 under the paddy-husking scheme. Statements IV and V show 
districts and subdivisions in which relief was given in these’ forms and the 
amount spent in each and the number of persons relieved. The ay 
cost per head varies from Re. 1-0-7 per week in Khulna to Rs. 2-8-11 in 
‘Tippera. The variation is due mainly to the fact that in some districts lump: 
sums varying from Re. 1 to Rs. 5 were given at the beginning: of operations 
instead of regular weekly or fortnightly doles. 


103. The cyclone occurred just before the Puja holidays and by the time. 


when the magnitude of the calamity was known, the treasuries were 
closed. The district officers had therefore no alternative but to borrow 
money for distributing immediate relief to the people in greatest distress., 
Thus the District Officer of Dacca borrowed about Rs. 32,000 partly from 
a fund in his charge and partly from a private gentleman, The money was. 
‘repaid shortly after the treasury reopened, - 

104. The calamity was so sudden and its magnitude so great that there 
was no time to form even approximate estimates of the amount of relief 
necessary from State funds and to obtain proper sanction before incurring 
expenditure. At the beginning of October the Government of Bengal with 
laudable courage granted district officers carte-blanche authority to incur 
expenditure on immediate relief in urgent cases, cautioning them at’ the same 
time that the carte-blanche authority should be resorted to only to the 
extent of real necessity, In some districts, the treasury was opened on, the 
6th October in order to draw money for cyclone relief. The cart2-blanche 


authority was withdrawn on the 8th November, when all previous expendi-— 


ture was regularised by Government according sanction thereto. 


Provision of cheap rice and gratuitous distribution at Government expense. 


105. Statement VI shows quantity and value of rice purchased, the 

. quantity distributed free or sold and the Joss incurred by Government in each 

\ district, Of the rice purchased, the followmg quantities were sent by the 

Director of Civil Supplies, and the remainder was purchased from locab 
dealers who were permitted to import Burma rice into the district :—

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making any payment. In obtaining formal sanction, delay is often necessa- 
rily involved. ‘Thus the Collector of Dacea asked for partesiis to an advance 
of one lakh of rupees to pay for rice purchased locally, but Gonsrament 
sanction could not be given for want of full particulars. In the meantime 
sale-proceeds of rice accumulated and payment was made from the sale 
ds. In the special circumstances, the irregularity may be overlooked. 

107. Eight thousand two hundred and forty-three maunds of rice worth 
Rs. 59,268 was distributed free as shown in detail in statement VII. The 
remainder of the rice purchased was either sold or remained in stock at the 
end of the operations. The average cost per head on account of gratuitous dis+ 
tribution of rice varies from Re. 0-6-11 per week in Bakarganj to Re. 1-12-11 
in Khulna. ‘This variation is due mainly tothe fact that a uniform system 
of counting the number'of men relieved has not been followed. If a man 
hag received gratuitous rice’doles for five weeks, he has been counted as one 
man relieved in some districts and as five men in others. hia diversity of 
practicawas not noticed until it was too late to call for revised figures. .° 

The whole of the rice distributed. free at the expense of the Cyclone 
Central Relief Committee, except 7,565 maunds in Faridpur which was paid 
for direct, was taken from the Government stocks in the districts. The 
price charged to the Committee was the same as was charged to the public. 

108. On the provision of cheap rice Government incurred a loss’ of 
Rs. 90,571 as shown in Statement VI, Considering the volume of transac- 
tions, the loss in Dacca district is comparatively small, being 5°3 per cent. only. 
The shortage and wastage in that district amounted to 2°7 per cent. only. 
In Khulna the loss attributed to that, head was no less than 7 per cent. and 
the total loss 9°5 per cent. In Jessore district the total cost of rice 
purchased was only Rs. 7,478, but the accounts show a logs of 18 
per cent. This is due to rice having been taken from the Government stock 
at Gopalganj-at a high cost price ata time when the price of common rice 
‘was falling and to the surplus stock having to be sold at Rs. 5-8, which was 
much below the cost price. ‘The total Joss on rice transaciions in all districts 
taken .together amounts to 6°3 per cent., and is mainly due-to the surplus 
stock having to be sold off ata loss, “he value of the surplus stock has 
been taken at Rs. 5-8 in Dacea,. Rs. 6 in Faridpur, Rs, 5-12 in Mymen- 
singh and Rs, 6-10 in Khulna. If the net prices actually realized are 
better than the estimates the loss to Government will be reduced. Out of 
the surplus stock in Dacca, 21,966 maunds have been sent to the Director of 
Civil Supplies at+ Calcutta where Burma rice still commands a high price and 
eager remaining in that and other. districts are being disposed of 
locally. . 


Distribution and sale of cloth. 


109, Statement VIJI shows quantity and value of cloth purchased, quan- 
‘tity distributed free or sold and loss incurred by Government in each district. 
The Registrar of Co-operative Societies obtained a grant of 6 lakhs of rupees 
‘from Government and purchased cloth from Bombay mills, the Bankura 
District Co-operative Industrial Union, Limited, and the Naogaon Supply and 
Sale Society supplied 505 bales to Dacca, 28 bales to Faridpur, 90 bales to 
Mymensingh and 1 bale to Khulna. Nine hundred and eight pieces, worth 
Rs. 1,836, were purchased locally in Faridpur. Of the stock at Dacca portions 
were transferred to Faridpur, Mymensingh, Jessore and Khulna. After 
distribution and sale, a large stock of about 225 bales of cloth remained at 
Dacea. This has been taken over by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
and gold to the Naogaon Ganja Cultivators’ Co-operative Society, Limited. 
For this surplus, stock taken over, deduction at cost price has been allowed 
and the net cost has been shown in the accounts. The stock ‘of cloth in 
endl district after transfers and disposal of the surplus at Dacca is shown in

110. The net expenditure incurred by Government under various Heads 
in exch district is shown in statement X. It‘ will be seen that the total irre- 
coverable expenditure under atl heads amounts to Rs.-5,389,057, The Govern- 
ment of India have acceded to the request of the Government of Bengal that 
this should be treated as expenditure on Famine Relief. Accordingly, three- 
fourths of the total, viz., Rs. 4,04,293, will be borne by Imperial revenues and 
the remaining one-fourth, viz., Rs. 1,34,764, will be borne by Provincial 
revenues. 


Expenditure from funds other than State funds. 


111. Besides money spent from State funds a large sum ~ viz., 
Rs. '7,29,845, as shown in Statement XI, has also been spent for the relief of 
distress caused by the cyclone from other funds either through the 
official agency or by non-official organizations. The Cyclone Cen- 
tral Relief Fund heads the list of these funds with an expenditure of 
Rs. 4,63,686. All money granted by the Cyclone Central Relief Fund was 
distributed through the official agency except the sums. of Rs, 34,700 and 
Rs. 6,060 distributed in the towns of Dacca and Narayangan)j, respectively, by. 
the municipal agencies of those towns. The official agency: was also the 

medium of distrioution of a grant of Rs. 4,250 contributed by the Bengal 
Relief Fund to the district of Jessore. The money realized by the various 
relief committees under official auspices from local subscriptions in each 
district forms a separate fund and is called the District Relief Fund of 
that district. All such funds distributed relief through the official agency. 

For want of definite information from the officers of the Bengal Relief 
Fund the figures in Statement XI are defective. While this report was 
in the press approximate totals of the expenditure under various heads have 
been received but the officers of the fund are not yet able to furnish acctrate 
figures district by district:

public: _ All the leading associations and public bodies in Bengal were repre- 
sented on the Oyclone Central Relief Cominittee which was formed with His 
. Excellency the Governor as president and the Hon'ble Mr..J. G@»Cumming as 
‘Chairman. The response to the appeal for funds was generous and by the 27th 
February a sum amounting to Rs. 5,82,984 was subscribed. The allotment of 
grants by the Oyclone Central Relief Committee and ths manner in-which they 
‘were Spent in the various districts are shown in S atement XI. 

115, The efforts to obtain co-ordination were successful to a considera- 
ble extent; but the various organisations continued to devote their energies 
and resources separately to separate portions of the field of work which was 
so vast that many organisations could work side by side in separate areas

In no case was there any overlapping with official agency. The Bengal 

Relief Fund at first distributed miscellaneous urgent relief in thanas 
‘Paikgacha, Dumuria, Batiaghata, Terokhada, Palerhat, Daulatpurand Phultala 
of tlie Sadar Subdivision to the extent of Rs. 1,205. This was distributed in 
eash, rice and cloth. _ From 20th October 1919 they confined their operations 
to the thanas of Phultala and Daulatpur in the Sadar Subdivision and 8 
unions of Bagerhat thana, Subse uently on the advice of the District 

» Magistrate they agreed to reduce their area in Bagerhat to 4. unions. The 
Social Service League assisted the Bengal Relief Fund in unions Nos. 1, 2 
and 3 of Daulatpur and distributed rice there from 8th November 1919 to 6th 
December 1919 to the amount of 112 maunds 37 seers 8 chettaks. In Bager- 
hat Subdivision they worked in No. 1 union of Bagerhat thana. The Mohila 
Samiti distributed cloth in Daulatpur and Terokhada thanas. The Brahmo 
Samaj worked in Nos. 1 and 2 unions of thana Bagerhat., but no report has 
been received of their work. The Servants of India Society worked in 
anions 1, 2 and 4 of Bagerhat thana and in Svalpa Baherdia union in Sadar. 
They were helped by 3 medical volunteers of the, Uriya Samaj who treated 
over 3,000 cases, including cholera, dysentery, fever, pneumonia, ete. They 
rebuilt houses and supplied free clothing and rice. They also sold rice 
below cost price. The total cost, of the relief given by them was Rs, 3,600. 
The Ramkrishna Mission worked in union No. 1 of Mollahat. thana of 
Bagerhat. . At first this union was under oificial agency, but from 15th

The other organisations in Sadar were the Social Service League 


and Mohila Samiti* ‘The former worked satisfactorily assisting the Bengal 
Relief Fund with which it- was inspected. he latter distributed casual 
relief and was not inspected. ; - 

In Bagerhat Subdivision the work done by the Servants of India Society 
and the Ram Krishna Mission was sustained, comparatively thorongh and satis- 
factoty, Inspections were made by the Subdivisional Officer., The work of the 
Ram Krishna Mission was also inspected by the Additional Commissioner and 
District Magistrate. 6 other organisations did not welcome the idea of 
Government inspection. The work of the Bengal Relief Fund in Bagerhat 
was spasmodic and rather unsatisfactory. It, was inspected by the Listrict 
Magistrate and the Additional Commissioner. 


In addition tothe above, four doctors were provided by the Bengal Relief 


Fund, as stated in section XII above. 


117. In Bakarganj, the Bengal Relief Fund Committee and the Ram 


Krishna Mission rendered some help to the eyclone-affected area by distribut- 
ing small amounts in cash and rice. They stopped their operations as, soon 


as Government started relief work in the affected quarters, No portion of - 


the affected area could therefore be made over to them. The local Secretary 
of the Bengal Relief Committee says that relief was given ta 5,730 people and 
that Rx. 1,103 in cash, 99 maunds of rice and 448 pieces of cloth were distri- 
buted, but most of this was distribited in places outside of the eyclone-affect- 
ed area. The. Ram Krishna Mission distributed in the affected area 25 
maunds of rice and the Social Service League rice, cash and cloth to the value 
of Rs. 307. «It is also reported that the Bakarganj Mahila Samiti distributed’ 
some pieces of cloth. When the cloth of the Central Cycloné Relief Fund was 
distributed, care was taken that those whohad already received cloth from 
the above agencies did not get cloth again. 

There was no relief organisation which amalgamated its funds with those 
of Government though the local relief committees formed under, the above 


private agencies assisted by their personal exertions and energies at Bagdha: 


and Goila. 
' 118. In the Narail Sabdivision of Jessore, the loeal branch of the 
Bengal Relief Committee amalgamated their energies and their funds with 


those of the official relief agency (vide section IV). The Central Committee | 


of the Bengal Relief Fund, however, made a direct grant of Rs. 1,000 to the 
Sidhipasa union through Professor Khagendra Nath Mitra. A local com- 
mittee administered this grant, but the relief given was neither sufficient 
nor systematic, It is reported that the committee distributed 115 maunds 
of rice among 2,860 persons and Rs, 200 as lump sum relief. They are 
further reported to have given loans ‘of Rs. 800 among 54 persons and to 
have spent Rs. 50 on medical relief. They sold 886 pieces of cloth and 479 
maunds 31 seers of rice at reduced prices’ and distributed’ 62 pieces of cloth 
free. When I, accompanied by the Collector and the Subdivisional Officer, 


inspected the relief work of this union we came'to the conclusion that relief: 


funds were being frittered away to little adventage. -The Subdivisional 
Officer inspected the union again some time later and brought necessitous 
cases which had ‘not been relieved tothe notice of the local committee. The 
Secretary of the local committee pleaded inability ‘to relieve’ those persons 
because his funds were exhausted. The Subdivisional Officer then addnessed 
a letter to the member of the Bengal Relief Committee in charge of Jessore 
district requesting him to give relief to those persons, but a8 no reply had come 


by the 9th January when relief operations had to be brought to a close, the 
Subdivisional one: under my instructions, directed the Circle Relief 
Officer to give the necessary relief.

In order to avoid overlapping and waste, it was intended from the beginning to 
assign to each organization a specified area consisting of a certain number of chaukidari 
anions, and to. make it solely responsible for all the forms of relief necessary in such an 


area, consistently with the general principles of relief approved by Government. But , 


these bodies came into existence long after the Government Relief Committees had been 
organized, and, even when they started, they had neither sufficient money to take over 
whole unions, nor were they, with the exception of the Social Service League, willing to 
: mate, although they were anxious to co-operate, The result was that Government 
relief could not be-entirely withdrawn from the areas administered by these agencies, 
Their activities are described in detail below. 
Bengal Relief Fund:—With regard to this organization, Babu alah Chandra 
Maitra, B.L., the Vice-President of the Fund, reports as follows ;— 
\ “At the instance of Mr. B. K. Lahiri.’’ Bar-at-law, and under the auspices of the 
‘Bengal Relief Fund, a representative branch committee was formeil on the 11th October 


1919 at Faridpur with the Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazumdar, M.A, B.L., a8 presi-. 


dent, myself and Babu Mathura Nath Maitra, B.L., as Vice-Presidents, Babu Sutis Chandra 
‘Mazumdar, B.L., and Babu Jnanendra Nath Lahiri as Joint Secretaries, and Babu Nalini 


Kanta B.L., a8 Accowntant and Treasurer. The Hon'ble Babu Ambika Chafan — 


Mazumdar, on account of ill health, wanted to resign: the presidentship. The Committee, 

. however, on the 29th October 1919, by their resolution, did not accept his resignation, but 

him from the onerous duty and made over the entire charge of the President to 

the Vice-Presidents, and since (hen myself and Babu Mathura Nath Maitra have been 
doing all the works of the President.

- “Sixteen circles, consisting of 227 villages more or less in three teibaiiatcnd Gabe, 


Bs | Madaripur and Gopalganj - were formed. Out of the sixteen, Kajulia circle in Gopalganj 
gubdigiaion, of which neither the number of villages nor:that of the people is known, was 
abolished on the report of the President. So altogether 15 circles consisting of 227 
1 distributed relief in food, raiment and house building or house repairing some- 
sup ra December 1919, and somewhere else up to the 15th December 1919. 
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It being impossible for the committee, as stated above, to take up sniligheilpuiiataaar ‘ 
to the inadequacy of fands, they were asked to accept responsibility for a group of com- 
pact villages, but even this they did not venture to undertake as they did not how 
much money would be allotted to them, and received their funds in several instalments at. 
long intervals. The Government relief organizations were, therefore, instructed to extend — 
to such villages such forms of relief as Gould not be provided at all or sufficiently by the 

Relief Committee, In this connection the attitude of the people of one centre in’ 
Gopalganj is significant. “I was,” says the Subdivisional Officer, “struck by the attitude 
of the people in Ghagor (Kotwalipara) centre who were extremely cut up when they 
heard that the Bengal Relief Committee was taking up the relief work in their area ad f 
we were making over the villages to their charge. They were consoled only whenT 
assured them that I would see (bat their wants are adequately met if the funds in the — 
hands of the Bengal Relief Committee proved insufficient.” bis officer, however, 
characterises the quality of the work of this committeé in his subdivision as fairly good. 
In Madaripur, their own local sub-committees complained of the meagreness of funds, 
while, in Sadar, the Subdivisional Officer reports that their work was not systematic and 
seemed to display a lack of interest. Although there can be no doubt that, had the / 
Bengal Relief Committee amalgamated their resources with those of the centres already 
started in the district, their funds would have been better utilised, still, on the whole, 
their operations afforded real relief to the people of the area in which their work was 
4 .. carried on, and to this extent they are entitled to gratitude, 
ava Next in order of importance comes the Ram Krishna Mission, which worked at 
' Kuarpur in thana*Palong. They gave relief in the shape of free distribution of rice, 
. cloth, and cash and also mado some arrangements for medical relief. The following table 
will show the number of persons benefited and the amount spent under each head :-—

The Brahmo Samaj worked both in Sadar and Gopalganj. In Salar, they gave away 
Rs, 90 to 25 persons in thanas Bhanga and Nagarkanda, and Rs. 104 to 36 persons in the 
Kotwalipara thana, In the latter subdivision they extended their operations to all the 
villages of Ghagor centre and at Unasia in Kotwalipara. They distributed Rs. 858 in cash 
and 12 pairs of cloths worth Rs. 40, but their work does not appear to have been carried 
out here in that spirit which ought to animate such philanthropic institutions, The Sub; 
divisional Officer remarks :— f 


‘ “1 asked them to work in the distant b/i/ area where we could find scarcely any 
suitable pri but their representative was not anxious to undergo the 
trouble of staying in the biils, He distributed, the money he had mostly 
amongst the bhadralog at Paschimpar and Unasia and finished his work by 
the 9th of November.” | ‘ 


The “Anjumani Waizine” of Calcutta assisted some poor respectable persons, help- 
less widows and orphans of some villages in the thanas of Katkini and Madaripur ata cost 
of Rs, 400. In the former place they also distributed 500 influenza tabloids, chlorodyne, 
spirit camphor and other medicines. This organization appears to have worked in the 
Kasiani and Muksudpur thanas of Gopalganj as well, but its work there did not attra 
any notice whatsoever. By. 

The “ Mahila Samiti” is an organization conducted entirely by the ladies of Faridpur. 
They devoted their attention to the grant of relief to women who could not be reached by 
any other organisation. In addition to Rs, 75 which they collected locally, they received 
the following donations :— : 7

sively to the nj subdivision, and, with the exception of the Social Service League, 


ir work was done in an extremely unsystematic manner and most of the money spent 
para circle in Gopalganj. Their funds were practically amalgamated with those of the 
vernment committees, their secretaries being given seats in the latter. They spent 


Rs. 1,106 for the erection of huts and distributed 4 pairs of cloth, 42 vests, 256 blankets 


and 20 pieces of old cloth as well as some melicine. The arrangements for, the other 
kinds of relief in this centre were made by tho local committee. Amongst the non- 
offivial agencies at work in Gopalganj, the work of the League was the best as the relief 


. organized by them was carried out more systematically. 


The Kotwalipara Sahayya Sabha was started by some inhabitants of the Kotwalipara 
thana residing in Calcutta. They gave Rs. 300 for the erection of huts to 115 persons, 
most of whom belonged to the bhadralok class. ‘ 

Manulvi Leakat Husain sent Rs. 100 to a teacher of the Baliabhanga High English 
School. The amount was distributed by this gentleman amongst 47 persons in Ghagor 
and Unasia centres for the erection of huts. 

The Timber Merchants’ Association, Calcutta, is composed of some merchants’ hailing 
from Kast Bengal. They are mostly residents of Fukra and Ghritakandi in Kasiana 
thana, They came with about Rs, 2,000, and distributed it amongst some persons in 
Fukra, Ghritakandi and Tarail. ' , 

To all these organizations my thanks are due for the help, however small, which they 
rendered to the distressed in the areas devastated by the cyclone.” 


120. As regards Dacca district, the Collector reports as follows :-— 
“The principal non-official organizations for relief in the district were— 
(1) The Bengat Relief Fund. (5) The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj of 


(2) The Bengal Social Service League. Calcutta. 
Pa (3) The Ramkrishna Mission, (6) The astern Bengal Brabmo 
(4) The Servants of India Socivty. Samaj. 


The first was the most important. It took over the independent administration of 
relief in! 52 unions in the district, of which 28 were in Manshiganj, 10 each in Sadar and 
Narayanganj and 4 in#Manikganj subdivisions, The relief allotted to each union as 
reported by the Secretary of the Hengul Relief Fund will be found in the statement 
below; the unions were taken over about the middle of October when, through official 
agency, relief had already been given to the extent of Rs, 70 in cash, 80 pieces of free 
cloth, 20 maunds of rice for beggars’ doles in each union. Subsequently Rs, 3,654 in cash 
and 37 pieces of cloth were given at the expense of the Central Cyclone Relief Fund to 
Dbhadralok in Kalma, Panchgaon, Dhipur, Amtali, Paman, Hashail and Keyain anions. 

The total cost of the relief administered by the Bengal Relief Fund would appear to 
be Rs. 44,170, but detailed accounts have not yet been received. 

Relief was administered in consultation with union relief committees in each union 
and in most° unions the work went on smoothly. In Sadar subdivision the Subdivi- 
sional Officers are satisfied with the quality and quantity of relief given, an@ the officers 
of the fund worked in co-operation and harmony with local panchayats. { 

The Snbdivisional Officer, Manikganj, reports that there was a paucity of willing 
workers and that work suffered for want of money at the proper time. : 

The Subdivisional Officer of Narayanganj thinks that the local workers of the fund in 


‘some unions were inclined to depart unnecessarily from the principles of relief as adopted 


by the Cyclone Central Relief Committee, ‘ 

The Subdivisional Otticer, Manshiganj, in whose jurisdiction most of the Bengal Relief 
Committee work was done, says generally that the workers of the fund were sensitive in 
the matter of supervision by Government officers and there was friction in some unions 


-under their charge on the ground of the local estimates of requirements not being sufli-

On the whole, I am of opinion that the work done was generally appreciated and a 
fair apportionment of resources was made. Many of the workers were professional men

by the committee in instalments so that it was perhaps natural that the local representa- 
tives of the fund should arrange with the local union committees to give something to 
every person on the relief list, so far as funds permitted, rather than follow the amounts 
indicated on the lists.

They also gave free rice doles, 
The total amount of the relief given by the two parties working in Munshiganj subdivision 
was Ra.

The Sadharan Brahmo Samaj of Calcutta alministered relief in Mograpara, Baidyer 
Bazar, Pirizpur and Sambhupura unions of Narayanganj subdivision and gave some relicf 
at Kaoraid. The total relief given was Rs. 5,525 in cash.” Government cloth was distri- 
buted in all these unions, Rai Saheb Raj Mohon Das was the representative and work — 
was well done, ' 

The Eastern Bengal Brahmo Samaj took over four unions in Parjoar on which they 
spent Rs. 838 out of their own funds and Rs. 2,400 from the Central Cyclone Relief Fund, 
Kighty pieces of cloth and 20 mannds of rice had previously been given in each of these 
unions through official agency. There were no complaints from any of these unions and 
the work was satisfactory. | b ean 

Besides the above, Rs. 5,235 was spent by the Dacca Municipality out of the Sir Abdul 
Gani Distress Fund within the city of Dacca, Rs. 2,491. was given put of the Nawab Sir 
Abdul Gani Relief Fund by its trustee Khan Bahadur Saiyid Aulad Husain as relief to 
poor residents of the city. ; 

Rupees 5,000 provided from the Mukherji and Law Trast Funds was expended 
within the Dacca city in cloth and rice for the relief of distressed bhadralok, : 

Ag already mentioned, the Chairmen of Dacca and Narayanganj Municipalities distri- 
buted’ Rs. 34,700 and Rs. 6,060, respectively, in gratuitous relief granted by the Cyclone 
Oentral Relief Fund. They also gave away 4,530 and 967 free pieces of cloth provided by 
the Government. 

Mention may be made here of the committee formed by Khan Saheb Hafiz Mohamed 
Hasain of Zinzira immediately after the cyclone to grant relief in the Zinzira and 
adjoining, unions, Rupees 13,800 was aubscribed by the local people, the Khan Saheb 
himself heading the list with Rs, 5,000, Two thousand five hundred families were 
relieved by the committee. It may not be out of place to mention that the Khan Saheb 

' imported 40,000 maunds of Burma rice and sold it to the public at cost price, 

Many committees were organised throughout the district for the sale of rice at or 
below cost price to the poorest section of the community. Mention has already been 
made of the philatithropic rice committee of Dacca town, This was originally organised 
in June to purchase rice at low prices for sale to the poor as prices rose, but subsequently 

_ it was decided to sell dalam and Burma rice to the poor at Re. 1 below market rates or 
below cost price, the lo#s to be met by subscription, The committee succeeded in securing 
rice at cost price through the generosity of Messrs, Chamaria & Co, and Khan Saheb 
Hafiz Mohamed Hossein of Zinzira. Lists of recipienis were made as the result of house- 
to-house visits and other enquiries by members of the committee. Between August Ist 
and November 30th rice was sold to 32,969 persons at 6, 6) and’7 seers per rupee, whilst 
500 maunds were distributed free, . 

The loss incurred was about Rs. 10,000 in spite of the work being largely done gratuj- 
tously and the godown being lent free. 

Another organisation which did good work in selling rice at coat price in Dacea town 
was the Bar Library shop which sold large quantities at cost price, the shop work being 
done by local pleaders under the leadership of Babu Surja Kanta vanarji,” 
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121. In Tippera district an allotment of Rs. 10,190 received from the 
‘Central Cyclone Relief Committee was distributed in the three subdivisions. 
Grants. were also obtained from the Bengal Relief Fund and Mrs. K. ©. De's 

- Relief Fund and other local contributions were also added. Cyclone relief 
was administered wlong with the funds for the relief of the famine existing 

- previously to the cyclone and detailed Separate accounts' have not been 
submitted. 

122. In Mymensingh district the Social Service League gave relief to 
the amount of Rs. 510. The Bengal Relief Fund has only furnished incom- 
plete returns of two weeks’ work. i "he Collector reports that fhe representa- 
tives of that fund were repsatedly asked to tako over a definite area for relief, 
but did not comply. 

' The Revd. 5. G. Franklin of the Pentecostal Church of the Nawarene 
‘distributed 69 maunds of rice free to 2,237 persons ; the value of the ‘rice © 
was Ks. 468. The distritution was made in the two chaukidari unions of 
Kalma and Adampur, remote places on the eastera side: of Kishorganj 
Subdivision in Astagram thana.

(a) Help given by zamindars. si 

123. Early in October zamindars were asked by the Collectors of | 
districts to do all in their power to relieve the distress of their raiyats who 
had suffered in the cyclone, It is my duty, and a pleasant duty, to. 
acknowledge the help rendered by the following zamindars :— 

Rai Sri Nath Ray and his brothers Rai Janaki Nath Ray Bahadur and 

the Hon'ble Rai Sita Nath Ray Bahadur of Bhagyakul contributed substanti- 
‘ally to the Central Relief Fund and gave relief in cash to their tenants and 
to needy persons generally. : ; 

Maharaja Sashi Kanta Acharjya Chaudhuri Bahadur gave Rs. 5,000 to 
the Mymensingh District Relief Committee at the time when any contributions 
were most valuable, that is, when relief work was just starting. 

The Hon'ble Babu Brajendra Kishore Ray: Chaudhuri was president of 
the committee which supervised the sale of controlled rice at Gauripur. He- 
opened shops for the sale of cheap rice at. three bazars in the more remote 
parts of Netrokona subdivision and his manager materially helped the. relief 
officers. . . * 

Rai Satindra Nath Chaudhuri of Satkhira fed about 300 persons daily - 
for about a month from the day after the cyclone and also helped his tenants 
in other ways. : 

Babu Promod Chandra Ray Chaudhuri of Atharabari in Mymensingh 
was president of the local rice committee. He gave away cloth and rice and 
his manager and other officers did great service in the relief of four unions. 

Raja Jagat Kishore Acharjya Chaudhuri distributed 1,859 pieces of cloth 
among his tenants in and near Bhairab. Ly 

Some other zamindars helped in various ways, showing that they felt it 
their moral and social duty to assist their suffering tenants; but it must be 
regretfully admitted that the majority of the landowners were completely 
apathetic. Some even took advantage of their tenants’ helpless condition to 
lend them money at excessively high rates of interest. 


(@) Chaukidars, ‘Abe yi 


124. The village chaukidars, who are poorly paid officers, were badly hit 
by the cyclone. Their pay fell into arrears because for some time it was im+ 
possible to collect the chaukidari assessment. Meanwhile they were called 
to assist in every branch of relief work and were often required to work 
by night as well as by day. For those who rendered specially good service - 

-abonus of half a maund of rice was sanctioned; this being considered as 
justly debitable to expenses of relief adminstration. Government sanctioned 
the grant of advances to panchayats unable to collect the assessment to pay 
the wages of chaukidars and by the end of February practically all arrears 
of chaukidars’ wages had been cleared, ° A 


(e) Village schools. 


125. In the cyclone some thousands of village primary school buildings 
were demolished, Many of these haye been reconstructed in a temporary 
manney; but the flimsy structures will not stand the rains, and it is ~~ 
feared that many schools will have to be closed until the villagers can, 
afford to reconstruct them in a sufficiently substantial manner. The Bengal — 
Relief Fund and the Central Cyclone Relief Committee were moved to 
sanction special grants to assist the early reconstruction of these build- — 
ings ; and the Central Relief Committee has given a sum of Rs. 60,000 for — 
this purpose. Government also has made substantial grants for the rebuilding 
_ of schools of all kinds recognized by the Education Department. District. 


’ eens 
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Relief Committees realised the needs of the situation and have contributed all 
that could be spared from their funds after actual physical distress had 
been adequately relieved. It is hoped that with this help the villagers will 
now show energy and self-sacrifice enough to complete the restoration of 

“the school buildings and thus prevent the set back to primary education 
which otherwise would inevitably occur. : 





(d) Services of Officers. / 


*\ 126.. When the catastrophe occurred it brought out the qualities of the 
Government officers and showed that they were fully equal to the occasion. 
The three districts most seriously affected were particularly fortunate in having 
as their Collectors Messrs. Lambourn, Roy and Dash. Mr. Lambourn by 
his deep and generous sympathy captivated the hearts of the people of Dacca 
district. Mr. J. N. Roy in Faridpur fully maintained his reputation for 

tient broad-minded administrative ability, and the prolonged tours made by 
Me. and Mrs. Roy shortly after the eyclone and the example they set of 
devotion to the relief of the distressed made a profound impression and’ 
stimulated all classes to do their utmost. Mr. Dash in Khulna showed 
exceptional organising ability and on his taking charge of the district at the 
end of October, his vigorous ard capable administration galvanised into 
activity the flagging energies of all officers and relief workers who had been 
feeling the lack of guidance and control owing to the officiating Collector’ 
being incapacitated by illness. 

127. It may truly bo said that with very few exceptions every ‘Govern- 
ment officer responded to the eall of duty and did his best to relieye the 
suffering. Under the circumstances, it may seem invidiots to make any 
distinction, but it is my duty to mention specially those who rendered most 
conspicuously good service Others’ would probably have done equally well if 
they had had the same opportunity. 

128. Among subdivisional officers the first place must be assigned .to 
Maulyi Tabibur Rahman of Narail, Within a few days after the cyclone he 
had visited every part of the subdivision where the cyclone had done serious 
damage. In every union-he had established a relief committee and realised 
local contributions from which immediate relief was given to those in greatest 
distress. On his own initiative also, he effected in his subdivision the most 
complete co-ordination of official and non-official relief agencies. Among other 
subdivisional officers deserving of high commendation are Babu Amal Krishna 
Mukharji in Faridpat, Babus Suresh Chandra Basu and Dwijendra Mohan 
Sen in Dacea district, Babu Nava Gopal Chaki in Khulna, Babu Radhika 

' ‘Lal De in Bakarganj, abu Niranjan Roy and Rai Anath Bandhu De Bahadur 
in Mymensingh and Rai Suresh Chandra Sinha Bahadur and Babu Basanta 
Kumar Das im Tippera. Mr. A. H. Kemm, 1c.8, who worked as special 

‘eyclone relief assistant to the Collector of Dacca, and Mr. A, C. Bose, my 
financial assistant, should also be mentioned. 

129. Among Deputy Collectors, special praise is due to Maulvi Afzalur 
Rahman and Babu Rash Behari Mukherji in Dacca, Babus Madhu Sudan 
Das and Hriday Ranjan Sen in Mymensingh and Babu Sachindra Nath 
Mukharji in Jessore. —, 4 

130. Among the Munsiffs who did active relief work, by far the most con- 
spicuous was Babu Jogesh Chandra Sen of Bhanga in Tippera. As.Chairman 

the local Union Coinitine he showed remarkable foresight in providing 

- material for the rebuilding of houses and. preventing excessive profiteering. 
His devotion to the public welfare was very remarkable. . Subsequently he 
was given entire charge of the Bhanga relief circle and the Collector records 
that he was by far the most efficient Circle Relief Officer in the district and 
showed excellent powers of organisation. Babu Pasupati Mukbarji, Munsif 
of Iswarganj, is also warmly commended by the Collector of Mymensingh. 
1 this connection [| desire to acknowledge the generous sympathy 
and help accorded by the District Judges, especially Messrs. Macnair and 
tinton as presidents of the District Relief Committees of Faridpur and 
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131. As regards police officers, the Hon'ble Mr, Cumming has recorded. 
the following note:—“The Police everywhere have with few exceptions 
shown a splendid spirit. Much of the early work fell on the rank and file 
in giving immediate relief and in collating iiformation ; yet they themselves 
were living under ‘circumstances of great’ discomfort and privation, owing 
ta loss of shelter, clothes, cooking utensils and food."”” The readiness ta help 
which they continued to show throughout the relief operations is equally 
commendable. Of the police officers whose services were most conspicuous 
the following may be mentioned :—Maulvi Azizul Haq, Deputy Superintendent 
of Police; Off. Inspector Maulvi Khabiruddin and Sub-Inspectors A. K. 
Khabibullah, Sarat Chandra Ganguli, Raj Kumar Das and Md. Idris, all-of 
Mymensingh, Sub-Inspectors Chandra Kanta Makherji, Joy Kumar Chakra- 
barti, Khalilar Rabman ‘and Ramendra Nath Nandi, and Head-Constable 
Ramendra. Nath Nandi, all of Khulna district ; Md. Rasiduddin and Babu 
Harendra Nath Chakrabarti, two head-constables of Lohagara police-station, 
who at great’ personal tisk rescued some men during the cyclone. ‘In 
Khulna district the Superintendent of Police, Mr. P. Leo Faulkner, rendéred 
services of the very greatest value. 

132. Of Excise officers Rai Saheb Lalit Kumar Sen who carried out 
the special relief of bhadralok in Dacca cannot be praised too highly for his 
tact and unsparing devotion to duty. Conspicuouly good services were 
also rendered by Excise Sub-Inspectors Charu Chandra Sen and Aftabuddin - 
Ahmad in Khulna and 8. N. Bose in Dacea. - 

133. Of Cirele Officers, those who distinguished themselves most were 
probably Babus Mahatap Charidra Ghosh, Sachi Kanta Ghosh, Hem Chandra 
Sen, Ajit Kumar Bose and Jogesh Chandra Sen in Dacea, Maulvi kakihuddin 
Ahmad and Babus Sarat Kumar Guha and Upendra Chandra Narayan 
Chaudhuri in Tippera. In this category may also be included Sub-Deputy 
Collectors Janaki Bhusan Singh, Azizur Rahman and Nripendra Kutnhar Sen 
in Dacea, Maulvi Bazlur Rahman in Mymensingh and Maulvi Mir Hosain in 
Tippera district ; also Kanungos Satis Chandra Bose, Ashutosh Ganguli and 
Benoy Bhusan Chaudhuri in Khulna. 

134. Sub-Registrars had special opportunities of rendering valuable 
services. The following have been commended by Collectors :— 


Maulvi Sheik Nakitulla and Babus Bankim Chandra Das Gupta and 
Bhupendra Nath Das Gupta in Khalna, Babu Kaulendra Kumar - 
Mazumdar in Bakarganj, Maulvi‘Naziruddin Mahmed and Syed 
Afzal Ali in Jessore, Babu Atul Chandra Sen in Tippera, Manlvi 
Dilwar Hosain Ahmad in Faridpur and Babu Profulla Kumar 
Ghosh and Sarat Chandra Lahiri in Mymensingh. 


135. Weare greatly indebted to Mr. R. 8. Finlow, officiating Director of 
Agriculture, for the zeal with which he devoted himself to relief work. Mr 
K. MacLean, Deputy Director who controlled the major part of the rabi seed 
distribution, showed organising ability of high order combined with excep- 
tional tact. Tho follow) officers of the Agriculittral Department have 
‘been commended by Collectors, viz :—Babus Surendra Nath Sen in Bakarganj 
and Devendra Nath Mitra in Faridpur. 

136. Mention must be made of the vigour and resourcefulness shown by 
the officers of the Public Works Department. Eastern Division.

1.—Note by the Meteorologist, Calcutta. 
A on had formed in the centre of the Bay on the 22nd September 1919, ani by 
the mo ‘of the 23rd it had apparently developed into a storm with its centre roughly 


40 miles to the north-west of the Andamans. It moved rather rapidly ina northerly direc- 
tion, concentrating and increasing in violence, so that by eight hours on the morning of 
the 24th the storm had become one of small extent but of great severity. At this time it 
was not far from. the Sandheads, somewhat to the east-north-east; It caused a fall of 
the barometer of ‘6 of au inch at the Sandheads and it gave winds of hurficane force for a 
few hours there and tremendous seas. Passing the Sandheads, it began to change its 
course to the north-east and finally took up a north-easterly direction of motion. Its 
centre passed to the south-east of Caleutia, Jessore and Mymensingh and to the north- 
west of Barisal, Narayanganj and Srimangal during the day and night of the 24th and 
the early morning of the 25th. At eight hours on the 25th it had diminished considerably 
in intensity and its centre was aboat 80 miles east of Mymensingh. It moved into the 
Assam hills and broke up there, From the morning of the 23rd to the morning of the 
25th its forward motion was about 12) miles per hour. 

From the meteorological point of view the chief characteristic of this storm was the 
small area occupied by it and the intense nature of the storm within that area, From the 
special observations taken during the course of the passage of the storm through South- 

Bengal the diameter of the region of severity must have been less than 20 miles, but 
within this diameter the winds were of destructive violence. The centre of the storm passed 
* within forty miles of Calcutta without giving more than a few strong gusts,and at 
4-45 P.m.on the 24th September when the storm centre was almost at its closest to 
Calcutta, the sun was shining brightly in Calcutta. 
The highest velocities of wind recorded during the passage of the storm were :— 


74-80 ' miles at the Sandheads at eight hours of 24th. 
19 miles &t Barisal at two hours of 25th. 

. 15 miles at Noakhali at two hours of 25th. 
12 miles at Alipore at 20 hours of 24th.

Mrd Ballantine had taken. over his launch Kotwal from the dockyard authorities 
in Calcutta and was proceeding in her up to Sylhet.

She staggered and rolied in the high sea that was 
running, so Mr. Ballantine was constrained to ran her ashore, This he did, and fortunately 

. the place selected. was covered with Sundri saplings which gave way before the: 
orsltanghts of the Actwu/, He spent a terrible night in the heart of the Sunderbans 
attended by a huge crocodile which refused to be driven aways He and his party were 
not able to leave the launch till the afternoon of the 26th when he hailed a passing 
steamer to convey them to Khulna. They had been marooned for two days and nights 
and would have suffered’ much from thirst bat for a welcome shower when they 
were able to collect some rain water. On his way from Khulna every few yards he 
passed dead -cows and buffaloes and not infrequently human beings and pigs. The 
odour was too horrible for adequate description. Vultures and crows were rarely 
to be seen, and it is sare that the inhabitants of the air suffered no less than the 
residents on the land below. 

The market places at Batiaghatta, Jalma, Chalna and Dacope had been levelled to the 

~ groundand the Dacope police-station simply exists no longer. ’ 

Mr. Ballantine Las recorded in his tour diary a very vivid account of his perilous 


adventures.. Room can only be found here for the following extracts :— °

At 11 A.M. we weighed anchor and proceeded up to Oura-Sipsa, Up to this the 
weather was monsoonish in character with nothing to suggest anything out of the 
ordinary. We proceeded to cross the Sipsa, which is over a mile wide, in a north- 
easterly direction with the wind dead ahead and had got to within 200 yards of the 
cng bank when the wind instantly changed to north-west.and set up a big cross sea 

1ich left us in the trough of the waves. As the steamer has very little free-board and 
could not stand the rolling, we were obliged to change her course to again head the wind 
which had began rapidly to increase in strength ; as it was only by keeping her bow on 
to the waves that we could hope to keep her afloat in the very high seas which had now. 
arisen, We kept on this course to very nearly across the river to its western bank where 
‘T hoped to make a small jungle hat that I knew of, for a safe anchorage ; but this was 
not to be, The wind which was now blowing with hurricane violence shifted instantly 
to the east, and we were again caught in the trough of the waves, The river is very 
deep, over 15 fathoms, and the waves which sprung up, were of extraordinary height. 
‘The cross wind had caught the steamer’s roof, so that it was found impossible to turn her 
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to face it, and the only thing left to. be done waa to Quarter the waves diagonally down 
wind and prevent her foundering before we reached the bank. Nn eC ) 


The bank at this point and only this was covered with thin sapling jungle right up 
to the water's edge, and these saplings had to be pressed down and the la trees cut 
before the vessel could ride over them, Fortunately the cyclone had banked up the water 
which was now 3 or 4 feet deep in the jungle, and the violence of the wind and waves 
materially assisted the weakening effort of the steam capstan and drove the veseel on to 
the bank a bare 18 feet (her extreme breadth). Then one or two waves swamped and 
filled her. The vessel was now sank with about 4 feet of water over her lower deck 
and the storm blowing with intense violence and driving buge waves right over the 
vessel, 


It was now’ about midday, but as dark ‘as midnight, ‘and for the next two hours we 
were subjected to the pounding of the waves aud the full fury. of the storm. I confess 
that I entertained no hopes of surviving and had made such preparations as were - 
possible for leaving the ship for the jungle in case she broke up. 


At about 3 P.M. the wind stopped dead and a most unnatural calm resulted. There 
was not a breath of air and the waves which till them had been mountainous fell to 
absolute stillness and the surface of the river remained unruffied by even a ripple, 


The still interval lasted an hour and then immediately the storm began to blow with 
equal violence but from due west. , 


26th September 1919.—In the afternoon another Andrew Yule & (o.'s steamér, the 

Ireland proceeding up from Calcutta, came alongside. She had met the cyclone in 

» the western portion of the 24-Parganas, Sunderbans and reported numerous vessels 

driven ashore or total wrecks along the route Including the Shinwari which had 
driven bodily into the jungle with her flat, 2 


We anchored that night just outside of Khulna as the serang did not venture to go in, 
there being so many wrecks in the river, All along the route the devastation of the 
cyclone was pitiful. Every house and tree had been blown fiat and the rivers were 
covered with the carcases of cattle, interspersed with human bodies and deer. We passed 
several flats wrecked on the bank and nota single country boat was visible, almost all 

» having been sunk and moet of them hopelessly wrecked.

The storm. The time it began and warnings received—On the 24th September at 
dawn the sky was overcast und rain was falling. The force of the wind was light. Wind 
and rain.increased during the morning and afternoon until the full force of the cyclone 
was experienced at about 4 P.M. to 7 P.M. at different places. At Khulna (town) at 
8-30 P.M. a lull took place for a period of about half an hour and the storm continued 
until after midnight. In places to the south of Khulna the storm occurred two or three 
hours earlier. A warning signal was received at Khulna at 12-58 on the 24th September~ 
1919 and was hoisted at 2-30. 

The directions of the wind.—The general direction of the wind at the beginning of 
the storm was from the east, At.all places in the Satkhira subdivision, at Paikgachha an@ 
at Fultala the wind backed through north to west as the cyclone progressed showing the 
centre of the storm passed south-east of these places. At Fakirhat, Rampal, Bagerhat and 
Kachua the wind veered through south to west, the centre thus passing to the north-west 
of these places, 

The time and places where a lull vecured.—Khulna, Dumuria, Dacope, Batiaghata, 
Rampal, Kachua and Mollahat report a lull in the middle of the cyclone period. The 
lull at Mollahat, Bagerhat and Kachua was for ten minutes. The lull at Khulna was for 
half an hour and at Rampal for one hour and these places may therefore be considered on 
the track of the centre. r, Ballantine, Superintendent of Police, Sylhet, was on board — 

., the Kotwal police Jaunch and was ,cauglit in the cyclone and stranded in the Sunder- 
bans at the northern junction of the Ura Sipsa with the Sipsa river and observed that a 
lull took place at 3 P.M. The centre therefore passed over this point.

“act al damage caused varied considerably in places quite close together, the amount of 

damage depending on the extent to which the place was exposed-to the full force of the 

* eyelone, It was noticed that in the Sadar subdivision all the trees fell from north-east to 

south-west. In wBagerhat snbdivision most fell from south-east to north-west. The 
direction of the wind which was most violent can thus be inferred, 


The height of the storm wave.—One of the features of the cyclone was the storm wave 
which accompanied it, The water in the rivers rose 3 or 4 feet above high water level 
and in some places even higher. This caused considerable floods in locslities near rivers. 
The flood ip most places subsided within a few hours, but in the low and exposed paddy 
lands bordering on the Sunderbans considerable damage to embankments and crops 
resulted, In the Bagerhat subdivision little damage was done to embankments of which 
there are few. But the flood topped the high bank of the river (and embankment if any) 
and the flood water could not escape from the paddy fields. 

In the Sadar and Satkhira subdivisions many embankments were destroyed by the 
flood, Crops were damaged by the rnsh of water and not by prolonged submergence. 
Observations on the height of the flood by various officers are appended below :—

A similar or more disastrous cyclone took place on the 31st October 1876, It passed 
over the Dakhin Shabazpur island and Baufal and Golachipa thanas in the Patuakhali 
subdivision, In that cyclone it was not the wind which proved the greatest instrument 
of. destruction. It was the storm-wave, sweeping along to a height from 20 to 40° foet, 
which did the most damage, In some places, where the wave met with resistance, it 
mounted even higher than that. In that storm and inundation the total loss of human 
life by drowning amounted to 105,000 as shown below :—

As regards the storm itself, it appears that from what I could gather from the 
departmental subordinates, that the first direction of the wind was from the north wast 
and then a period of lull and then the direction changed. It is uncertain whether it was 
abruptly from the north-east to its ms ae south-west, but I think the change was against 
the hands of the watch, indicating the centre of the storm to the east, but very close to 
all the places, Khulna, Hari ur and Takerhat.

Observations for South Sadar were taken from the neighbourhood of the Agla Bhil, 
Nawabganj police-station, and may be considered roughly correct for Srinagar thana as 
well. The general descriptiog tallies with that given by Munshiganj, Narayanganj and 
Manikganj, save that in the case of the country round Agla each phase in the storm took 

. place half an hour earlier. 
sp get £443 except for Manikganj are in agreement on one point, namely, that the 
wind blowing from the east, that in the course of the storm, usually about the 
time of the lull it changed round through south and during the latter part blew from the 
south-west and west. In Manik the winds changed from east to west through 
north. The easterly wind betokened the passage of the front, the lull of the centre and the 
westerly wind of the rear of the cyclone. The lull was partial at Narayanganj, Munshi- 
ganj and Manikganj, but complets at Dacca and Fulbaria, near Sabhar. It is probable 
therefore that the former places lay between the centre and the outside of the cyclone, and 
the latter ronghly in the centre of its path.

Tux report deals with the operations for the relief of distress which 
prevailed in the Brahmanbaria subdivision of the Tippera district during a 
period of nine months from February to October 1919. There was also some 
distress in local areas of the Sadar and Chandpur subdivisions of the district 
which was of short duration and promptly relieved. The total area of ‘the 

» subdivision is 769 square miles and the population is 385,996 ; out of this — 
area 800 square miles with a population of 250,000 were affected. During the © 
previous distress of 1915-16 the whole of the subdivision except one Cds 
was affected. The duration and extent of the distress on the present 
occasion was not such as, toenecessitate at any stage of the operations 
the declaration of scarcity or famine; but a report under section 59 and | 
and periodical returns under section 66 of the Bengal Famine Code were 
submitted to the Government of India. P en 

2. The subdivision has come into unfortunate prominence within recent 
years on account of its floods. The north of the subdivision is low and 
marshy ; it lies in the fairway of the effluent from Sylhet, which is fed by 
the rainfall in Cherrapunji and Silchar, which is the highest in India. It is 
inevitable that simultaneous heavy rainfall over a large catchment area in 
comparatively flat country must produce temporary floods. The result of 
a special examination made in 1919 was to show that tle Assam-Bengal 

» Railway embankment through the subdivision does not, as a matter of fact, 
aggravate the floods. The earlier history of the district indicates the occur-- 
rence of floods in the district in the years 1887 and 1907. Tho’ floods of 

» 1915, however, combined the evils of untimeliness and unusual height. - 
Then again in 1918 there was a high flood in the month of Jaly which had a’ 

- most detrimental effect on the autumn rice, the jute and also on the broad- 
cast winter paddy. As the flood water subsided very late, the transplantation 
of winter paddy and the sowing of the winter crops was impéded, Further- 
more, there was a drought which lasted from the middle of October 1918 to. 
the end of June 1919. The floods caused damage to crops in the season. 
1918-19 to the extent of 70 per cent. of winter rice, 60 per cent. of autumn 
rice and 30 per cent. of jute, whilst the prolonged drought brought about a 
lack of drinking water and retarded the sowing of jute and aus paddy 
inthe year 1919. The jute crop in that year was, however, on the whole 
successful; but not even half of the normal early aus crop was obtained. ~ 
The people in the affected areas were also hard hit by the high prices of - 
foodgrains and by the contraction of credit which is a marked feature of — 
any distress in this subdivision. Further, there was some physical deteriora- © 
tion of the cultivating and labouring classes owing to outbreaks of influenza — 
and cholera. The relief measures extended over a period of nine months — 
from February to October 1919. The intensity of the distress was probably . 
not half that of the distress in the years 1915 and 1916, except in the months, 
of June, July and August 1919, when the distress was at its height.

In accordance with the recommendations of the 

conference, Government appointed three special officers, with a subordinate 

staff, to supervise’ and direct operations. A year has now passed since their 

appointment, and the Governor in Council desires “to review the results of 

rose work which has been done. 


9. Min area and rallways.—In the mill area. work was at first anid 
by ignorant suspicion on the part of the operatives, who imagined that the 
arrangements were part of an insidious scheme connected with the Rowlatt 
Act and that persons suffering from the disease would be discharged ; 
but this spirit of distrust was gradually overcome. The Governor in 
Council desires to take this opportunity to acknowledge cordially the assist- 
ance given by the “staff of the Titagarh, Empire and Kelvin mills. to whose 
co-operation i is due much of the saceess which attended the initiation of the 
campaign in the mill area. A striking instance of appreciation of the beneficial 
results of treatment is that of a man whose son, a boy six years’ old, was 
suffering from the debility characteristic of ankylostomiasis. The boy’s 
health improved so much after one treatment with thymol that his father 
refused to bring him again because his appetite had grown so keen that he 
could hardly manage to satisfy it. A high ratio of infestation has been

3. Tea gardens and colliery areas.—In the tea gardens, the work 
of the special officer (Dr. Griffin) was Preatly assisted by the Duars Planters’ 
Association, which made a grant of Rs. 1,500 and formed a special committee 

“to deal with matters connected with the campaign. A laboratory was opened 
at Jalpaiguri and a class .started for the training of tea-garden doctors. 
Altogether 112 attended, the first coarse apd 74 the second, and training has 
now been given to the doctors on the majority of the gardens in the Duars. 
Lectures and demonstrations in simple hygiene were included in the course, 
and instruction was given insthe diagnosis, cure and prevention of common 
intestinal parasitic affections. Public lectures were also given, which were so 
much appreciated that the schoolboys of Jalpaiguri asked for instruction in 
simple hygienic measures. Their réquest was gladly acceded to. Treatment 
for hookworm and other intestinal parasitic diseases is reported to’ be now 
general on the’ European ‘cation, on many of which there had been a certain 
amount of treatment for some years, though not on fully systematic lines : 
some of their medical officers now intend to start central laboratories for patho- 
logical observation in the districts under their charge. Interest has also 
been aroused among the managers of Indian-owned gardens, on one of which 
an anti-hook worm centre has' been started; and. they are anxious to have 
their doctors trained and to get advice on water-supply and sanitation. 


In the Darjeeling district, where Colonel Clayton Lane’s researches had 
shown the, wide prevalence of infection and the great improvement which 
treatment, secures in the efficiency of the labour force, systematic treatment 
is being carried on in some gardens. Anti-hookworm centres have been 
started by tie. Government staff in’ three tea estates ; and endeavours are 
being made to improve the sanitary arrangements for the Tabook force, 
In the colliery area, where the operations have been under. the direction of the. 
Mines Board of Health, work has been carried on at the. Damudapur Colliery, 


and investigation is now in progress in the underground workings of the 


Jamuria Colliery. 


Rural areas.— Anti-hookworm operations have been conducted under the 
direction of Dr. Gupta in the town of Burdwan and some selected villages in 
the Burdwan district. In order to diffuse knowledge of the disease, hookworm 
charts have beep supplied to the “schools, pamphlets, have been distributed 
to the students and to the publig, and lectures delivered illistrated by 
magic lantern slides. _ Efforts are being made to induce the people to give up 
the habit of resorting to jungle and waste land for the purposes of nature 
and to teach them the use of approved and cheap types of at pitied: while 
persons found to be infected with hookworm are informed of the fact, and 
those who are willing to submit themselves to treatment are treated by 
trained sub-assistant surgeons. Progress is, howéver, disappointing, as the 
people are generally ignorant of the gravity of the disease; and it appears 
‘that an intensive educative campaign is necessary in order to convince them 


that hookworm infection is present and is a potent but preventible cause 


of sickness and debility.

Any large reforms 
that may be advocated will, to some extent at least, be dependent on the 
suitability of the existing jail buildings for their introduction, and 
the chief defect in Bengal, viz., the overcrowded condition of most of 
the jails throughout the year. will still continue until more funds can be 
devoted to the enlargement of existing structures. Admissions in the 
past year were 4,905 more than in the preceding year, but the situation was 
relieved by the release of 2.3838 prisoners on the occasion of the Peace 
celebration, and the grant of partial remissions of sentence to 8.000 others; 
this resulted in the average daily population being reduced to 15,887. or 
874 less than in the preceding year. 

2. It is satisfactory that the number of jail offences further decreased 
as compared with the previous year, the ratio of total punishments to daily. 
population being 135 as against 142 in 1918. The penalty of whipping was 
FaAioted in 40 cases, as compared with 42 in, the previous year. 

8.. The year was not ahenlthy one, though the number of admissions 
to hospital decreased, and the daily average’ number of sick was 878 against 
963 in the previous year, the death-rate rose from 21°38 to 22°9, the total 
number of deaths being 365 against 358 or higher than in any,of the previous 
four years. The rise, however. corresponds to a similar rise in the case of 
the general population; and was larffely due to the prevalence of influenza and 
cholera. Apart from epidemics, scarcity and basdatinn resulting from the 
cyclone in Eastern Bengal lowered the stamina of new admissions. Influenza 
appeared again in an epidemic form, and altogether 2,022 cases occurred, of 
which 67 proved fatal. The Presidency, Berhampore, Comilla, Barisal and 
Dacca jails had most cases, although otherwise the Berhampore and Comilla 
jails showed excellent records. The most unhealthy jails were Burdwan, 
Khulna, Mymensingh and Malda, and the healthiest Berhampore and Comilla. 

4. The popularity of the wheat scale dietary continues. The use of 
wheat at one daily meal in lieu of rice has extended and considerably more 
than half the prisoners have now voluntarily adopted this diet. Statistics 
show that the incidence of bowel complaints is apparently less'among them 
than among those on the ordinary rice diet. The average cost per prisoner on . 
‘rice diet was Rs, 4-8-7, and on wheat scale diet Rs. 5-2-10. pL wae

I. Character of the season.—During the month under review the rain- 

- fall throughout the Province was in @onsiderable defect except In the district 

of Pabna only, where the fall was slightly in excess of the normal. The 
usual rainfall statement is appended. 

Il, Progress of agricultural operations,—Harvesting of summer rice was 
completed. Sowing of jute and other aatumn crops was almost finished in 
East and North Bengal while in West Bengal the operation was retarded for 
want of sufficient rain, Weeding was proceeding in the Northern and 
astern districts. Preparatory tillage for winter paddy was -in full swing; 
but more rain was needed for the operation, especially on high lands. 
Sowing of paddy seed-beds commenced during the latter part of the month. 

Il. State of standing crops.—The condition of sugarcane, jute, paddy 
and other standing crops was generally fair. : 

IV. Prospects a probable outturn.—Some low land jute has flowered 
rematurely in Kast Bengal and some low land paddy has not recovered 
‘om the heavy rain early in the season. On the whole, however, prospects

_, Ara meeting of the Legislative Council in July last Government 
announced their intention of bringing the pay and conditions of service of the 
subordinate civil service-under review as soon as a decision had been arrived 
at regarding the future pay and conditions of service of the provincial civil 
- service. The orders of the Secretary of State on the system of recruitment, 
‘the method ‘of training and thé leave and pension rules of the senior service 
- are still awaited,,and any proposals affecting the junior service under these 
eads must still, to some extent, be provisional. But. final orders have been 
passed fixing the future emoluments of the provincial civil (executive) service, 
and the Governor in Council considers that the time is now ripe for the publica- 
tion of the suggested lines of treatment for the subordinate service so that 
the public'and those directly interested may -haye an opportunity of making 
their views known to Government’before a final decision is: arrived at. ‘The 
case of this service was not dealt with by the Public Services Commission, 
whose recommendations have formed the basis for discussion in regard to the 
revision of pay in other services. The main points in isste are, however, 
indicated under the general heads discussed below.. ‘The proposals put 
telat are those which at present commend themselves to the Governor in 
ounce, 

2. Status and Title.—The service was originally constituted for out- 
door reyenue work of a minor kind. As administrative needs developed the 
service was later entrusted with minor magisterial functions as well, and came 
to be employed in a general way on minor duties at headquarters and in the 
- field, thus setting free the two’major services for the more important duties 

or which they are responsible. The magisterial powers of the service were 
limited to those ‘of the 2nd and 3rd class until 1911, when it was decided 
that powers of the Ist class might be given to a limited number of sub- 
( y magistrates, whose promotion on grounds of merit to the provincial 
_ givil service was likely to take place within two or three years, During 
the war, owing to the depletion of the cadre and the absence on war 
“service of a number of members of the Indian Civil Service, it was 
found n to relax this restriction temporarily, and to yest with 
first class powers a further limited number of sub-deputy magistrates | 
who had exercised second class powers with credit for some time. Some 
map gS of the, subordinate service were thus temporarily. employed

blurred, with the result that the claim has been put forward that the 
distinction is non-existent and that the two services should be amalgamated.

As has already been stated the question of partiall 
recruiting a service from a subordinate service was discussed by the Public 
Services Commission. But in any case it would be unfair to deprive those

- until farther notice and subject to any orders that may be’ passed on the 


recommendation of the Public Services Commission with reference to the 
recruitment of the provincial service, to continue the recruitment of 35 per 
cent. of the vacancies in the provincial service from the subordinate service.

that the subordinate service is intended to afford a reasonable career in itself

* officers haye no specific claim. 


7. Leave and Pension.—At present the service is not a gazetted one 
and does not therefore come under the same rules for leave and pension as 
gazetted services. As at present advised the Governor in Council considers 
that the rales on these subjects should be the same for the provincial and 
subordinate services. 


8. Any criticisms which it is desired to offer should reach the local

13. We accte pi the unaninrous findin of the Committec regarding the : 


disorders in the Bombay Presidency. e also endorse the opinions which 
have been expressed regurding the valuable services of the local officers and 
the admirable behaviour of the troops engaged in the suppression of the dis- 
turbances. In this despatch it is impossible to review in detail the various 
outrages recorded in the report, A perusal of that document is necessary to 
appreciate correctly the cruelty of the mob, which was immediately 
directed against Huropeans and Government servants. We desire to place 
on record our deep sympathy with all those who suffered at the hands of the 
mob and in particalar with the relations of the magistrate and two police 
officers who were done to death in so dastardly a manner. Steps have al 
ready been taken to make provision for the dependants of these persons and 
to ensure adequate recognition of the services’ of those officers und others 
who rendered valuable assistance in this serious outbreak. 


14. In Chapter IIT the Committee turn to the Punjab and deal first with 
the disturbances in the Amritsar district. They begin by describing the- 
anrest and ferment which oe revailed in Amritsar city prior to the 10th of April} 
on which date the first outbreak of disorder occurred. On the 9th the Deputy 
Commissioner received the orders of the local Government for the eeaaes 
tion of Drs, Kitchlew and Satyapal to Dharmsala. The action of the Deputy 
Commissioner in carrying out these orders quickly and auieay. is approved 
and the precaution of concentrating seventy-five armed police at the kotwali 
(police-station) i is commended as wise, The subsequent breakdown of this 
arrangement is not held to be due to any want of foresight on the part of 
the local officers, The Committee comment, however, on the failure to warn 
the European residents in the city of the danger of their position, observing 
that this omission seems inconsistent with the precautions taken for the 
evacuation of the women and children, At the same time they recognise 
the impossibility of predicting such an outburst of murderous antipathy 
against Europeans as actually occurred, 


When the news of the deportation of Drs. Kitchlew and Satyapal became -

The a conclusion of the Committee is that between the 10th and 12th 
the civil authorities had become powerless, and that the state of affairs on 
the 11th was inevitably leading to a state of de facto martial law, that the 
authorities were jastified in the measures which they took to suppress 
disorder, inelucing the cutting off of light and water supplies, and that they 
acted wisely in not attempting to take sterner and more resolute action to 
regain control within the city on the 1th and 12th. 

17. The minority say that they are in general agreement with the state- 
ment of facts set out in Chapter ITI of the majority report, except where they 
specifically differ. They agree that all the firing which took place on the 
1th April was justified and they differ on one point only. While the 
majority say that the firing at the bridge was in no sense the cause of the’ 
mob excesses of the 10th, the minority hold that, although the excesses were 
altogether inexcusable and without justification, the mob had not any 
previous fixed intention of committing excesses, but after the firing lost 
their heads and were seized by a mud frenzy to commit nefarious deeds. 


18. We desire at this point to review the situation and the measures 
taken at Amritsar up to and including the 12th April. We endorse the find- 
ing of the Committee that the situation was one of great dilliculty and 
consider that the action taken by the authorities was generally justified. We 
think, however, it is to be regretted that the civil authorities considered it 
incumbent upon them, before the proclamation of martial law, to hand over 
control to the military in such terms as to suggest that they did not intend 
to exercise supervision or guidance over the action of the military com- 
mander. ‘lhe result wus to place the latter in a position of great difficulty 
and to impose upon him a grave responsibility which, in the opinion of the.

In considering whether preliminary enquiries should be held, the case 
of Jallianwala Bagh had received prominent notice, and after the decision 
the collection of7information continued, The first report of the firing on 
the crowd at Jallianwala Bagh received by the Government of India on the 
Mth April placed the casualties at 200. This was supplemented two days 
later by a report that 200 was the number of killed. These reports were at 
once repeated to the Secretary of State. Faller reports were not recéived till 
a luter date. In the second half of April, General Dyer was fully occupied 
in marching troops throughout the disturbed area. Very early in May, 
owing to the outbreak of the Afghan war, he was ‘selected for the command 
o: the Kobat an, From that date till the end of July lie was continu- 
ously engaged in field operations; and his detailed report on the administra- 
tion of martial Jaw in Amritsar, including the firing at Jallianwala Bagh, 
was not received till the month of August. Meanwhile the local Govern- 
ment had been pursuing enquiries to obtain accurate statistics the 
extent of the casualties.~ The information elicited up to the end of August, 
which was confirmed by a scrutiny of the results of private enquiries made 
by the Sewa Samiti, showed that the ascertained death-roll was then 291 and 
this was the figure stated at the meeting of the Jmperial Legislative Council 
held in Simla on the 1!th September. During this same session of the 
Council full accounts were given of the happenings in the Punjab and the 
story of Jallianwala bagh was discussed in great detail. The proceedings. 
of the debate were fully reported and published in the usual manner and 

_ indeed attracted greut attention in India. The oflicial.enquiries however, 
continued, and when the Chief Secretary to the Punjab Government guve 
evidence before the Committee four months later he stated that the total 
nuinber of death casualties as then ascertained was 379, while a more recent 
report of the locul Government, based on scrutiny of the Sewa Samiti’s in- 
formation, places the number of wounded at 192. 


From the time that it was decided toappoint the Committee, Government 
thought it proper to avoid as far as possible making any public comments on 
the transactions which it was the duty of the Committee to examine and to 
refrain from passing any judgment on the conduct of individual officers until 
they received the report of that body. There is no justification for the allega- 
tion that from the date of these occurrences until the publication of General 
Dyet's ow avons before the Committee, the Government of India had been 
guilty of following a policy of deliberate suppression of the trnth. The facts 
stated above clearly refute this libel. Bi 


It isno doubt a matter for regret that without resort to a formal enquiry 
full knowledge of what actually occurred should not have become general. 
earlier. But the chupter is closed, and as Government and the public both 
in India and the United Kingdom are now in complete possession of the 
facts, recriminations and regrets serve no useful purpose. * m ue 


23. Chapter IV deals with the disorders in the ore district. 
In the capital itself the agitation against the Rowlatt Bills and’ the 
complete hartal of the 6th April had worked the Pixar up to a- 
state of intense excitement, which the news of Mr. Gundhi’s arrest and of - 
the disturbances at Amritsar brought to a head on the afternoon of the — 
10th. Crowds assembled in the city and endeavoured to overpower the police — 
when the latter opposed their 4dvance towards the civil lines. The Commit-— 
tee have carefully considered the circumstances under which fire wasopened _ 
on this mob under the orders of the District Magistrate, Mr. Fyson, and the = 
Superintendent of Police, Mr, Broadway, on three occasions in the seof — 
that afternoon, and they fully approve the action taken by these two officers. _ 
The Government of India are unable to think that any other conclusion is _ 
ae The ontrages at Amritsar were known at the time to the mob when 
t was proceeding to the civil lines and it have bee 1 to a 
it to sueceed in its endeavour.

: The Committee then describe the events of. the llth, the inflamatos 
Speoeee deh vores. at the Budshabi mosque to excited crowds of Hindus an 
fuhummadans, the organization of the Dand « Fay, a band of hooli who 
marched through the city armed with sticks (lat/is\ and destroyed pictures 
of Their. Majesties, shouting that King George was dead. Attempts were 
made on the morning of the 11th to pull down the railings at the Fort, where 
some, of the rioters spat at the British soldiers on guard and called them 
“white pigs.” Oathe same day the railway workshop was attacked and 
determined efforts were made to bring about a strike amongst the workers. 
On the 12th another meeting was held at the Badshahi mosque, when an 
officer of the Criminal Investization Department was severely beaten by the 
mob, On the same day a mixed column of police and military was marched 
through the city in an effort to regain control of the situation, The march 
was hindered by large crowds, assembled at the Hira Mandi, who refused to 
disperse when so directed by the District. Magistrate and began to stone the 
small alvance force of police which was with him. Mr. Fyson was obli 
to open fire with the result thatone man was killed and twenty wounded, The 
Committee consider that it was essential on this day to disperse the crowd 
aud that it would have been the end of all chance of restoring order in 
Lahore if the police and troops had left without dispersing it. All the 
_ tiving was done by the police. The fact that the police, armed wich buckshot, 
~ were made to take the brunt of the collision with the crowd instead of the 
troops with service ammunition, the small number of shots. fired by the 
police, and the warnings given to the crowd, showed, in the opinion of the 
Committee, that the greatest care was taken and the least possible degree of 
force was used, 

Special attention is invited by the Committee to the use of inflam- 
matory und seditious posters inLahore, which in the name of Mahatma Gaudhi 
called wpon the brave people of the Punjab to enlist in the Dunda Faw’ and 
kill the Bnglish who were described as pigs, monkeys and kafirs, On the 13th 
April the district was proclaimed under the Seditious Meetings Act. On the 
sume date the station of Wagah, about 14 miles off, was burnt and sacked, 
telegraph lines cut and an armoured train derailed, fortunately without loss 

. On the Lith the Punjab Government deported the local leaders, 
Rambhaj Datt, Har Kishan Lal and Dani Chand, who had been actively 
associated with the agitation and the still continuing /artal: all these men 
were convicted later of the offence of waging war. On the Lith April 
martial law was proclaimed in Lahore. 

24. The séeond portion of Chapter IV describes the very serious distur- 
ces which ocerrred on the 12th April at Kasur, a subdivisional town, 
miles south-east of Lahore. On the morning of that day a violent mob 
attucked the railway station, and after destroying and burning a consider- 
able quantity of valuable property, turned their attention to, three trains 
Shick were held up near the station. Murderous attacks were made 
on a number of Europeans, including a lady and three children, who 
were travelling by these trains; some of them had miraculous escapes, 
but three persons were severely iujured and two unfortunate warrant officers 
_ were beaten to deuth, Elated by their success, the mob next burnt down the 
ottice and acivil court, and attacked the subdivisional offices where the 
police were obliged to fire in defence of Government property with the result 
that four men wer killed and several wonnded, ‘he Committee uphold the 
~ decision to fire upon the mob and think indeed that it should have been fired 
 en-atan one oe Troops arrived from Ferozepore on the afternoon of 
SF i Ee? nd averted farther trouble Outbursts of disorder occurred at two 
49 rence in Lahore district, at Khem Karan on the 12th when the rail- 
way stetion was attacked with some resultant damage, and at Patti, where 
telegraph wires were cut on the night of the Lith and the post office and 
station were attacked on the 12th. : 
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We accept all the findings of the majority, in which the minorit: 
concur, with regard to the disturbances in Lahore district and the measu: “4 
tuken to suppress them, We consider that praise is due to Messrs. Fyson 
and Broadway for their handling of the difficult situation in Lahore city, = 
25. Chapter V deals with the vety serious outbreak at Gujranwala which 
isa town of 30,000 inhabitants about 36 miles north of Lahore. Therehadbeen 
here as elsewhere the usual agitation against the Rowlatt Bill andacomplete 
hartal was observed on the 6th April, but no violence had occurred or was 
anticipated till the 13th. when the news of the happenings at Amritsar and = 
Lahore on the 10th gave rise to local excitement. That evening the autho- 
rities learnt that further demonstrations were intended next day and the 
acting Deputy Commissioner took such police precautions as seemed to bim 
necessary. The Committee describe in detail the outrages which were com- 
mitted in the town on the 14th including the attack on a train, the setting  — 
fire to the Gurukal bridge, the burning of many buildings, and numerous — 
injuries to railway and telegraph communications. The mob had obtained 
complete mastery and the police were unable to stop: the senseless destruc- 
tion of property which occurred or to secure the safety of the European and 
loyal population. The post oflice, the revenue office, the church, and the 
district court were all burnt down. The jail and the police lines were 
attacked but were saved by the police firing. The mob then returned to the 
railway station, set the buildings and goods sheds on fire, and looted their 
contents. Those Buropean families which had not been sent away as a 
precautionary measure on the previous evening were collected for safety in 
the Treasury, whichvas protected by asmall yee guard. Communications 
meanwhile had been interrupted on every side; by the end of the day el 
tically all the wires along the railway in front of the city were ent for.a 
' distance of some miles, On account of this interruption of communications, 
it was impossible to send ordinary military aid to Gujranwala and it was in 
these circumstances that the use of aeroplanes for the relief of the town was 
sanctioned, The police were nearly exhausted when about three o'clock in 
the afternoon three aeroplanes from Lahore arrived over the town, Tt was - 
not till nine o’clock that night that the first troops arrived. 
The important findings of the majority regarding events at Gujranwalaare. 
(1) that Mr. Heron’s action in fring on the mob is entirely approved ; (2) that 
the conduct of the acting. Deputy Commissioner in refusing to allow firin 
when the mob attacked the t office is open to-criticisin ; (3) that the mob 
was seeking to imitate what had been done at Amritsar ; (4) that the decision 
to use bomb-carrying aeroplanes was justified in circumstances, though re- 
‘course to the use of aeroplanes in civil disorders cannot be defended save in 
- cases of the utmost urgency ; and (5) that generally a paeding S the action of 
the aeroplane officer, Major Oarberry, was justified but that bis instructions 
were defective. On all these points the Government of India are in entire * 
agreement with the Committee and desire to commend Mr, Heron who be- 
haved well in circumstances of great difficulty. The Committee find that ~ 
the dropping of bombs on two outlying villages and on the Khalsa High 
School cannot be defended but the fault lay chiefly with the instructions 
given to Major Carberry and they impute no blame to liim for a decision 
taken in the air and at the moment. They observe that the dropping of — 
bombs on the riotous crowds within Gujranwala city was not only justified 
but in their view, invaluable, and the fact that the disorders were ended 
long before troops arrived is in large measure attributed to this act. They 
say that no sufficient explanation has been given to justify the use of an 
aeroplane on the 15th of April for purposes of offensive action, and they 
conclude by recommending that “the instructions to be issued to Air Force 
officers regarding the procedure to be followed by them on stich occasions 
should form the subject of careful enquiry uy the Air Force Headquarters. 
The minority discuss the employment of aeroplanes in Chapter TV which 
is entitled “Armoured Trains and Aeroplanes.” They agree with the — 
mnajonty in saying that the use of aeroplanes to quell civil disorders should _ 
as far us possible to deprecated. They condewn Major Carberry for ¢ ae 
ing bombs on the Khalsa High School and two ot ying vill es, and say 
that though the orders he received were not worded with sufficient care, he — 
did not exercise his discretion wisely in carrying them out. They find : 
that his action in firing with a machine gan on the crowd was excessive. 
26. So faras the general question of the use of aeroplanes at Gajran’ 
concerned, the Government of India accept the finding of the majority 
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E ‘ining from any discussion of the merits of the Rowlatt Act they 
thi si ts introduction and enactment in the face of Ludian opinion was a 
source of disvontent which was fostered hy misrepresentations in the 
jab.

_ the broad features of the disorders and their significance, point out the 
_ danger of criticising isolated events and examine the whole position as. it 
act oge itself to the Punjab Government and the Government. of India. 
ally they conclude that the situation in the Punjab was one of extreme 
=" and that the authorities were justified in declaring martial law in 
areas where it was proclaimed. 
_ The wisdom of continuing ‘martial law is discussed at some length, and 
the prolongation of it on the railway is examined with special. reference to 
“the Afghtn War. The conclusion of the majority is that those responsible 
dor the continuance of martial law gave careful and considerate. judgment 
to the question and did not prolong it beyond the time during which to the 
best of their judgment it was necessary for the maintenance and restoration 
“ of order in the province. Looking to the problem with which Government 
was faced, the committee do not think they would be justified in adversely 
_ eriteising the decision. On the question of the enforcement ard continuance 
- of murtial law the minority differ widely from the majority. They find that 
the introduction of martial law was not necessary, because in their opinion 
order had been restored everywhere and the authority of Government vindi- 
cated before martial law was applied. hey think that order could have been 
restored by the civil power with the aid of the military, and that the Punjab 
Government persuaded themselves rather easily that martial law was 
necessary. The reasons for the continuance of martial law are also examined 
and rejected. Assuming that the introduction of martial law was necessary 
they say that it ought not to have been continued beyond a few days. The 
.P Government, they think, approached the question from a wrong 
point of view and the Government: of India were guided by the local

- 86. in considering the necessity for the declaration of murtial law it is 
- difficult for the Government of India to take an entirely detached view. We 
were necessarily guided by the information forwarded by the Locul Govern- 
ment: we had already received reports of grave disorders occurring in various 
‘ : and we maintain the view that with this information before us, we 
~ eould not have taken any other course than we actually adopted, when we 
received. from Lahore on the afternoon of the 13th April the wireless message 
which ran as follows:—* Railway stations between Kasur and Amritsar 
looted. British soldier killed and two British officers injured at Kasur. Bands

_. ‘Phe action of the Government of India has now been justified by the 
findings of the ority of the Committee, who also exonerate the local 
Government from all blame. The minority accept the findings of fact as 
' to the number of outrages committed, the animus of those engaged in the 
riots, the violence used and the number of times on which it -was necessar 
) reso e 1; they also observe that the acts of some of those who ak

ad, These findings in the opinion of the Government ,of India 
detract largely from the force of their pect soe the eres eile of 
mart! w was not necessary. In regard to the continuance of martial law 
- the Government of India bave nothing to add to the findings of the majority 
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beyond stating that although martial law was maintained on the rail 
for a prolo period owing to the outbreak of the Afghan War it was only - 
employed there, after it had been withdrawn from the districts for the 
purpose of controlling traffic and protecting the lines, 
‘There is, moreover, one factor in the situation as it presented itselfin 
April 1919 which cannot in the opinion of the Government of India be — 
neglected without prejudice to sound judgment. At that time the British 
Empire was at war with Germany. ‘Even at the present moment weiare _ 
not yet at peace with all ‘our enemies; and certuinly a yearago when the 
‘treaty of peace with Germany had not ae ‘been signed, the existence of a — 
state of war was nota mere technicality. Allusion has already been made 
to the additional pre-occupation which intervened in the shape of, war 
with Afghanistan, and the difficulties thus created were enhanced by the 
attitude of the frontier tribes. But at the back of and accentuating these 
more local difficulties was the paramount necessity of eam Nn he. 
call of the Empire, whose needs were abated, bat not cating seer ye 
armistice, the recources of the Indian Dominions of His Majesty. In the 
face of this necessity it was impossible to contemplate any policy which 
involved au appreciable risk of delay in the restoration of normal conditions 
or of the recrudescence of the disorders which appeared to have ‘been 
suppressed. i ‘ y st ere geese, 
We desive to add here that our Hon'ble Colleague, Mr. Shafi, dissents 
& from the finding of the Majority of the Committeé, aecepted by us, that the 
declaration of martial law was necessary. In. his opinion, there being uo 
organised or preconceived conspiracy to subvert British rule behind these - 
disturbances, the vast rural tract in the five districts concerned having 
‘remained tranquil and loyal, there having been disturbances only in a few. 
places in the urban urea, and eveu in these few places the majority of the 
residents not having taken any part in the disturbances, there was no open 
rebellion as alleged and no justification in consequence for the proclamation 
of martial law. Besides before the date on which martial law in these 
districts was actually enforced, the disburbances had been quelled with the 
assistance rendered by the military and in cousequence, there was no 
justification for enforcement ormaintenance of martial law on these days and 
after. This being the case, Mr. Shafi is of opinion thut the continuance of 
martial law over such a long period was uncalled for. bere EON 
87. Chapter XII deals with the administration of murtial law, including 
the working and procedure of the summary courts. ‘Lhe wajofity of the Com- 
mittee find that the trials were correctly described as lengthy. detailed and 
careful, and commend the substitution tor conrts martial of tribunals similar 
to those under the Defence of India Act: They find, however, that although 
arrests were made in the ordinary way, there may have been cases in which 
individual police officers subjected those arrested to unnecessary severity. 
They observe that while the number of persons arrested and not brought to 
‘trial was regrettably large and the period of detention unusaally long, on . 
the whole this diflicult work was not done badly or oppressively. The dis- 
“order was so widespread and serious that its inevitable result was to strain 
any improvised sane In regard to the sentences’ passed by the martial 
law courts the Committee find that there was a general feeling that they 
were unnecessarily severe but that this was remedied by commutations 
effécted by the local Government. They sugzest that charges for serious 
offences need not have been pressed in the case of minor offenders. Wxten- — 
sive reductions in the sentences would not:'then have been necessary, The 
Committee also find that in certain casés, ¢.g., those of Drs. Kitehlew and 
Satyapal, it is a matter for regret that the accused were not tried by the _ 
ordinary courts.

~ $9. The minority are more severe in their condemnation of the martial 
jaw administration. In addition to the criticisms already dealt with, they 
contend that many of the orders were issued for purely punitive purposes. 
‘They cite in particular the orders directing representatives of each ward in 
‘Lahore to appear daily before the commanding officer to ascertain his orders 
for the day. The curfew order, the regulation of prices, and the com- 
~ mandeering of motor ears, electric lights and fans from Indians are also 
eriticised. We are not prepared to say that all these orders were without 
stification, bat we consider that the administration of martial law in 
canoes was in some respects unduly severe and exceeded its legitimate 
limits, that is to say, the requirements of the military situation and the 
maintenance of law and order, The minority condemn the order imposing 
on property-owners responsibility for the sufety of martial law notices pasted 
‘on their houses. The Government of India are not prepared to say tliat in 
the circumstances this order was improper. The minority express their 
strong disapproval of the confinement of the professors and students of the 
'Sanatan Dharm College because certain martial law notices had been 
destroyed. ‘I'he Government of India agree that this order exceeded the 
“necessity of the case. The minority further criticise and condemn the 
vonduct of certain oflicers, notably Colonel O’Brien, Mr. Bosworth Smith and 
Mr. Jacob, for various orders passed by them in the administration of martial 
law. The Government of India agree that in the instances cited the officers 
mentioned acted injudiciously and in some cases improperly. While the 
‘findings of the minority report in regard to all these points are very, cogent 
and in some cases fully justified, it must be remembered that officers charged 
— with the administration of martial law cannot be expected to act in oe 
conditions with that care and cireumspection which are possible in norma 
times, nor can sich a standard be rigorously applied for the subsequent 
Peguaiaution of their actions in the cali atmosphere of safe:y after order has 
me tier oikeoais in a separate chapter discuss the working of the courts 
under matial law. The flogging of some members of a murriage party in

was the absence of such instructions whieh was responsible for many « ‘of the”

punisd. It is to inexperience ignorance of local conditions, and lack of 
guidance when confronted with an abnormal situation rather than to deli- 
berate misuse of power that most of the mistakes committed must be 
ascribed. The Government of India consider that in any area in which in 
future it may be necessary to enforce martial law, senior civil officers should 
be appointed to act us advisers to the various military. authorities. The

42. Before leaving the subject of the working of the courts under- martial 
law, the Government of India desire to refer to action which was. taken 
by the local Government, after order was restored and martial law. with- 
drawn, f mitigate the effects of the sentences passed by these courts.

_ them, but rather to prevent the recurrence in the future of occasion for 
blame or regret should unfortunate circumstances ever produce again a 
situation such as that which occurred in India in the spring of 1919. 

—. 3. Lhe Conduct of Brigadier-General Dyer at Amritsar on April the 
13th.—The main features of the occurrence at Jallianwala Bagh in Amritsar 
City on the afternoon of April the 13th, 1919, are well known. They are set 
out at length in Lord Hunter’s report and appear in minute detail in the 
evidence, both writien and oral, given before the Committee by Brigadier- 

‘Géneral Dyer himself, the full and authorised text of which is now available 
to the public. As to the facts, there is no doubt and no dispute, and it is 
only necessaty here to recupitalate them very briefly in their baldest form. 
On the morning of April the 13th, Brigadier-General Dyer, who had arrived 
at Amritsar on the night of the 11th, issued a proclamation forbidding inter 
alia processions to parade in or outside the city and declaring that “any

_ the gathering. The proclamation was published in only a portion of the 
city, that portion being some distance from the scene of the meeting, and — 
no warning of any kind was given before fire was opened. It would be 
unfair, cousidering the state of the city, the heat of the weather and the - 
strain to which the troops under General Dyre’s command had been 
subjected since their arrival in the city to lay too great stress upon the 
first point, but the omission to give warning before fire was opened is- 
inexcusable, Further that Brigadier-General Dyer should have taken no steps 
to see that some attempt was made to ce medical ass re to the dyin

Had the order been carried out as a 
punishment upon the persons actually guilty of the crime, which it was 
designe | to stigmatise, it would have been dillicult to defend ; inflicted as 
it was upon persons who had no connection with that crime, with the 
object of impressing upon the public of Amritsar through the humiliation 
‘those persons the enormity of the crime committed by certain individuals of 
that public, the order offended against every canon of civilised Government. 
: pon a military commander administering martial law in a hostile 
country there lies a grave responsibility ; when he iscompelled to exercise 
this responsibility over a population which owes allegiance and looks for 
rotection to the Government which he himself is serving, this burden is 
measurably enhanced. It would prejudice the public safety, with the 
reservation of which he is charged, to fetter his free judgment or action 
either by the prescription of rigid rales before the event or by over censori- 
ous criticism when the crisis is past, A situation which is essentially 
military must be dealt with in the light of military considerations which 
postulate breadth of view and due appreciation of all the possible coutin- 
neies, There are certain standards of conduct which no civilised 
overnment can with impunity neglect, and which His Majesty's Govern- 
ment ave determined to uphold. Subject to the due observance of those 
standards, an officer administering martial law must, and will, remain fiee to 
carry out the task imposed upon him in the manner which his judgment 
dictates to him as best and most effective, and muy rely upon the unqualified 
support of his superiors when his task has been accomplished. : 
That Brigadier-General Dyer displayed honesty of purpose and unflinch- 
ing adherence to his conception of his duty cannot for a moment ~be 
uestioned. But his conception of his duty in the circumstances in which 
é@ was placed was so fundamentally at variance with that which His 
Majesty’s Government have a right to expect from and a duty €o enforce upon 
oflicers who hold His Majesty’s commission, that it is impossible to regard 
him as fitted to remain entrusted with the responsibilities which his rank 
and position impose upon him. You have reported to me that the Com- 
anadiehia-Ohiet has directed Brigader-General Dyer to resign his appoint- 
ment as Brigade-Commander and has informed him that he would receive no 
further employment in India, and that you have concurred.

a The justification for the declaration and continuance of Martirl 
.—There are no ‘grounds for questioning the decision of the majority of 
Lord Hunter's Committee that the declaration of martial law and the partial 
supersession of the ordinary tribunals in the districts of the Panjab in which 
martial law was applied “were justified (Chapter XI, paragraph 17). As 
regards the dates to which it was prolonged, it is obvious that the institution 
of martial law involves the responsibility of deciding when it is to be re- 
yoked. The general principle is clear that martial law should remain in 
force uo longer than the public safety demands. but beyond this there are 
no hard-and fast criteria which can govern this decision, and a retrospec- 
tive judgment in the light of after-events is not permissible, The fact that 
open disorder had ceased some time before martial law was revoked may

tered. But it is not permissible to condemn the authorities respousible for 
the decisions taken, who had to rely only on their anticipation of the future, — 
5. The justification for Ordinance IV of 1919 giving the Martial Law 
Commissions jurisdiction to try any offence commitled on or after March the 
30/h—Lbe legality of this ordinance is not a point at ‘issue; that 
uestion has been recently determined by the Judicial Committee of 
- the Privy Council. Nor is there any valid reason to question the propriety, 
when (as was the case here) it can legally be done, of ante-dating 
the effect of an enactment setting up special: martial law tribunals 
procedure, so as to bring within their jurisdiction persons charged with 
overt acts of violence, which were the immediate cause of and justification 
for the declaration of martial law. The original ordinance setting up 
Martial Law Commissions in the Lahore and Amritsar Districts gave the 
Commissions jurisdiction to try offences committed on or-after April the 
13th. Had this date remained anamended, it would have been impossible 
to try by Commission persons charged with actual participation in the 
murders, ineendjarism and destruction of property which occurred on 
April the 10th at Amritsur, or persons charged with participation in the riots. 
at Lahore on April the 10th, 11th and 12th and in the murders at Kasur on 
the 12th;and if the Government of India with the legal power at their dis- 
posal bad neglected to correct the anomaly to this extent, they would have 
omitted an obvious and necessary: step towards the rapid restoration of 
normal conditions. But the use of the power which the ordinance gave in 
order to apply the special martial law method of trial to persons whose 
offence consisted in newspaper artitles and speeches which were not de- 
monstrably and immediately the cause of the outbreak of open disorder, 
stands on an entirely different footing and the terms “unfortunate” and 
“impradent” which the majority of Lord Hunter’s Committee applied to 
this policy are at all events uot exaggerated criticisin. 


» Tuking into consideration the acts committed under Ordinance IV of 
1919, which it is impossible not to disavow, His Majesty’s Government can 
feel litle doubt that the terms of the ordinance itself were too wide, and 
that the drafting of any future ordinance of a similar kind sbould ensure 
due limits to its application. 


6. Administration of Martial Law.—There is one question with regard 
to which it is impossible to avoid the conclusion that the majority of 
Lord Hunter's Committee have failed to express themselves in terms 
which, unfortunately, the facts not only justify but necessitate. In 
paragraphs 16 to 25 of Chapter XIT of their report the majority have 
dealt with the “intensive” form generally which martial law assumed 
anid with certain specified instances of undue severity and of improper 
ptnishments or orders, It is unnecessary to recapitulate the instances 
which the Committee have enumerated in detail in both their reports, 
nor would any useful purpose be served by attempting to assess. with 
a view to penalties, the culpability of individual officers who were respon- 
sible for these orders, but whose conduct in other respects may haye 
heen free from blame or actually commendable. But His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment must express strong disapproval of thesé orders and punishments, 
and ask me to leave to you the duty of seeing that this disapproval 
shall be unmistakably marked by censure or other action which seems to you 
necessary upon those.who were responsible for them. The instances cited by 
the Committee gave justifiable ground for the assertion that the administra- 
tion of martial law in the Panjab was marred by a spirit which prompted— 
not generally, but unfortunately not’ uncommonly—the enforcement of 
punishments and orders calculated, if not intended, to humiliate Indians as a 
race, to cause unwarranted incon venience amounting on occasions to injustice, 
and to flout the standards of propriety and humanity, which the inhabitants — 
not only of India in particular but of the civilised world in general havea —

any one save in cases of urgent necd, in the absence of other means, and 
under the strictest limitations even then. In oar opinion the first two of 
these conditions were present in full force "...... “We ure not prepared to 
lay down as a charter for rioters that when they succeed in preyenting 
the ordinary resources of Government from being utilised to suppress them, 
they are to be exempt from having to-reckon with such resources as remain, * 
‘They then proceed to state that no blame can be imputed to the flying 
-ollicers concerned for carrying out the instructions given to them, but that 
the action taken under the instructions piven illustrates their defectiveness 
and they conclude by a recommendation that the formulation of instrue- 
tions to be given to tlying officers in futurein similar circumstances should 
form the sabject of careful investigation, 


In formulating these conclusions, His Majesiy’s-Government desire to 
state Clearly that reconnaissance, communications, propaganda-dropping 
and moral effect summarise the normal and correct use of aireraft under 
conditions of unrest in normally peaceful countries. But emergencies may 
occur when, owing to distances, or damage to communications, or both, and 
the progress of murderous mob violence and arson which there is no other 
means of checking, exceptions from this general position are not only 
justified but necessary. It is impossible to guarantee by general or special 
‘instructions that machine-guns or bombs will uffect only the crowd which 
would be justifiably fired upon if troops wore available on the ground. But 
in future explicit orders must be required for the employment of armed 
air-craft in such emergencies : these orders should be issued in writing by a 
civil authority and should authorise only a limited amount of bombing and 
machine-ganfire to be employed to overawe mobs, which are, so fir as the 
airman can judge, actually engaged.in crimes of violence. The Goverument 

_will see to it that instructions on these lines are issued as soon as possible, 
They regretfully agree with Lord Hunter's Committee that the instructions 
issued to the airman who visited Gujranwala on this occasion left much ta 
be desired in precision. 


— 8. Sir Michael O' Dwyer.—It follows from what has been said in earlier 
paragraphs that on certain points yeep out of this enquiry His Majesty’s 
Government do not regard Sir Michael O’Dwyer as immune from criticiam, 
‘Thus they cannot endorse the unqualified approval which he accorded on 
insufficient information to the action of Brigadier-General Dyer at Jallian- 
wala Bagh and they think it anfortunate that he did not adhere at the 
time to his first impulse to with hold both praise and blame on « matter with 
which as a civil officer be was not in the circumstances directly concerned, 
~ The motives which evidently prompted him to adopt another attitude and to 
ceppalatets that attitude subsequently and in the light of fuller knowledge are 
ess open to criticism. 


Secondly, the opinion already expressed on thfe application of martial 
daw pro to certain trials must be taken as applying to Sir Michael 
O'Dwyer in so far as he was personally responsible for the action in ques- 
tion,” As regards the administration of martial law generally Sir Michael

With the general question” of Sir Michael O’Dwyer's administration of 
the Panjab His Majesty's Government are not now immediately concerned. 
They recognise that it has formed the subject of much controversy.in India 
and that a widespread impression has been engineered that the Punjab 
Government under his direction was hostile to the educated classes and 
was determined to suppress not ti Sg eS bat also legitimate and 
constitutional political agitation. hile they sincerely trast that this 
atmosphere may be dispelled, they are fully conscious of the difficulties of 
the situation with which he was faced. Conspiracy, the activity of euemy 
agents, the rise in the cost of living and the necessity of furnishing the 
bulk of the vast number of recruits for the Indian Army which the needs 
of the Empire required, though fortunately powerless to disturb the loyalty 
of the province as « whole, caused, constant anxiety throughout his term 
of office, ‘That term is now closed, a long and honoured connection with 
India is ended, and His Majesty’s Government desire here to pay a tribute to 
the great energy, decision and courage which Sir Michael O'Dwyer brought 
to his task through a period of exceptional difficulty and to express their 
appreciation of his services. 


y. As to the conclusions which Your Excellency’s Government have 
recorded on other matters arising out of this report, | am glad to find that 
Tam in general accord with your views, save in so far as otherwise appears 
from the foregoing paragraphs and | have little further to add at the present 
moment, Your Excellency’s Government will, however, understand that 
the publication of documents in which the public, both in India and in this 
country, is vitally interested is not necessarily a final settlement of all the 
large questions involved. In particular 1 shall expect you to submit for 
my early approval the draft of the martial law manual which you have 
under consideration. To this matter I attach the utmost importance. I 
need hardly say that I most earnestly trust that occasion may never arise 
for the enforcement of such rules. But this enquiry will have served a 
valuable purpose if it results in the enactment of a code of regulations 
calculated to ensure, so far as human foresight can serve; a system of 
administration which is at once adequate to repress disorder, to secure the 
speedy, just and fitting punishment of its promoters, and which yet subverts 
no more than the fulfilment of these requirements necessitates the ordinary 
rights and course of life of the people at large, and adheres to the processes 
of civil justice and government. For in view of conditions which threaten 
the existence of the State, martial law is a necessary remedy, but it is a 
remedy which unless applied with wisdom and good judgment loses -its 
value. It is therefore incumbent upon us to do all in our power to prevent 
the depreciation of its valué by misuse. The same observations apply in my 
judgment to deportation, an expedient which in its present form it is so 
notoriously difficult to employ and the effects of which are so incapable of 
exact estimation. : 


10. His Majesty’s Government found it necessary to criticise in strong 
terms the conduct of certain officers charged with the administration of 
martial law and Your Excellency’s Government have indicated that all proved 
cases of abuse of their powers on the part of subordinate officers of the police 
and other services will receive due notice. But these exceptions apart His 
Majesty’s Government desire me to express to you in no uncertain terms 
their warm endorsement of your tog of the conduct of officers and 
men, both civil and military, both British and Indian, upon whom fell the 
heavy task of assisting the people of India to recover their fair name for 
loyalty and orderliness. The burden thus imposed upon officers and men of 
His Majesty’s British and Indian armies, of his police force and of his civil 
services who had already borne with fortitude but not without fatigue the 
trials and strain arising from a long drawn war, was a heavy one. In 
setting themselves to their task these men proved true to the great traditions 
of their services.
